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Agnos secrecy, 
1988-? 


LL OVER town these days, 

people keep asking me the same 

question: What is the Bay 
Guardian going to do if Quentin Kopp 
decided to run against Art Agnos for 
mayor? Who would we endorse? 

It’s only about 2% years too soon for 
us to have to face that question, but the 
fact that I keep getting asked about it 
shows how strange San Francisco pol- 
itics has become after Agnos’s first 
year in office. 

Just a year after he was elected with 
70 percent of the vote, Art Agnos is 
in serious political trouble. The mayor 
has failed to satisfy his critics, 
angered his allies and left himself in a 
position where a liberal newspaper 
that was among his first and strongest 
supporters is getting serious inquiries 
about backing a far more conservative 
politician. 

You don’t have to look too hard to 
see the vultures circling over City 
Hall, waiting impatiently for another 
sign of the new mayor’s weakness. 
And in many ways, Agnos is playing 
right into their hands. 

There’s no question that Agnos in- 
herited some serious problems, start- 
ing with a financial crisis brought on 
by the heavy costs of servicing Dianne 
Feinstein’s runaway Manhattaniza- 
tion. But he’s dealing with them in 
the worst possible way: in secret. He’s 
holding secret meetings on a down- 
town stadium (which could become 
another Candlestick boondoggle if the 
public isn’t involved from the start). 
He’s held secret meetings on a new 
demolition policy (which is one of the 
city’s most bitterly divisive issues). 
And now we learn he’s been sending 
emissaries to meet secretly with the 
Chamber of Commerce to discuss 
next year’s budget. 

The upshot, as we point out in this 
issue, is that Agnos’s agenda has 
largely failed to materialize, and the 
mayor will be hard pressed to get any 
of his ambitious programs through 
before his term is over. And if the 
liberal mayor can’t deliver on his pro- 
mises, a conservative like Kopp will 
be more than ready to demand the 
right to try. 

The budget involves some tough 
choices — important programs may 
have to be cut unless the city finds 
some new sources of revenue (a good 
place to start looking would be down- 
town, with the big businesses and 
developers who have benefited from 
Manhattanization for two decades 
without ever paying their fair share). 
But the only way Agnos will be able 
to tap into them and survive the 
downtown backlash is to stop all the 
secrecy, right now, and make the en- 
tire budget debate as open and public 
as possible. We’ll be watching. 

An ironic footnote: As Craig 
McLaughlin points out on page 8, 
just as the city is in most dire need of 
some hard-hitting investigative report- 
ing, both the Examiner and KRON- 
TV have cut back on their investi- 
gative reporting teams. The Examiner 
cites “budget problems.”’ I wonder: Is 
Will Hearst trying to save his pennies to 
help finance the Chronicle buy-out of- 
fer that everybody keeps denying?

Candlestick secrecy, 1953-89 


untold stories, but few can match the Can- 
dlestick Park Swindle in the extent of 
financial hanky panky, the wide involvement of 
political and business leaders and the consuming 
myopia of the local press. 
® Candlestick Park, billed as costing the taxpayers 
$5 million, skyrocketed to $15 million in the year of 
its construction. 
@ Henry E. North, foreman of the 1958 SF grand 
jury, conducted an investigation and called it a 
scandal. His grand jury issued a scathing report. 
® The local press doctored, then buried the scan- 
dal for good. 
@ Critics who warned of calamity in the choice of 
the cold, windy, distant location were hooted 
down by Mayor Christopher’s administration.

S AN FRANCISCO HAS its quota of great 


that best illustrates what happens when City 
Hall operates in secret, it is the Candlestick 
Park Scandal. 

As outlined by Burton Wolfe in his old 
magazine, The Californian, and the Bay Guard- 
ian, the main reason Candlestick Park came to be 
quickly acknowledged as the wrong building, built 
in the wrong place, with more money than was in- 
volved in the 1906 graft prosecutions was that the 
key players were operating in secrecy and beyond 
the vote of the people. 

And so it is notably galling to find, some three 
decades after City Hall put together a dummy cor- 
poration to protect and hide its questionably legal 
financing scheme for Candlestick, City Attorney 
Louise Renne, backed by Mayor Art Agnos, com- 
ing forth with a decision that keeps the developers 
in and shuts the public out of a new set of down- 
town stadium deliberations. 

Specifically, Renne and Agnos say the city isn’t 
required to (a) disclose the proposals of three big 
developers before negotiations are complete and 
(b) allow the public to attend meetings of the 
mayor’s financial advisory committee. 


i F EVER THERE isa single issue in city history 


Let us give you a background detail or two about 
why City Hall is in the mess it’s in with Candlestick: 

In 1953, when the city approved a $5 million 
bond issue for a new stadium, a local multi- 
millionaire contractor named Charles Harney 
quietly purchased 65 acres of land at Candlestick 
Point from the city for $2,100 an acre. In 1957, 
Harney sold 41 acres of that land back to the city 
for $65,000 an acre — a crisp total of $2.7 million. 

In the same year, then-Mayor George Christopher 
was quietly reporting back to local businessmen that 
the Giants needed millions of dollars more to move 
to San Francisco. Christopher decided to create a 
nonprofit corporation called Stadium Inc., as a legal 
arm of the city, to bypass the voters to raise money. 

Harney and two of his employees were selected 
as the first board of directors of Stadium Inc. 
Christopher told Harney that he would be the con- 
tractor to build the new stadium and his 41 acres of 
Candlestick Point land would be the heart of the 
77-acre location. 

“The real unanswered question,’’ Wolfe wrote, 
“is whether Harney was allowed to reap a profit of 
30 times what he paid for the land, within four 
years, without anybody high up in San Francisco 
grabbing a part of the loot.’’ 

While Art Agnos was stonewalling the public on 
the stadium proposals, he was telling the Ballpark 
News, the newsletter of the San Francisco Ballpark 
Alliance, that he sought public input. ‘‘This will 
not be exclusively a City Hall decision,’’ he was 
quoted as saying. ‘‘There will be full public review 
before any final decision is made.’’ 

That full public review ought to start right now. 
As Terry Francke, legal counsel to the California 
Newspaper Publishers Association, says, ‘‘There 
is no exemption in the California Public Records 
Act that would allow the proposals to remain 
secret. If they were made public, how would that 
hurt the city?’’ 

We well know after all these years how the 
secrecy of Candlestick planning and financing has 
hurt the city. For starters, we’ll be paying $1.7 
million a year on the bonds until the year 1999, and 
now — at atime of mounting AIDS needs, escalat- 
ing budget deficits and looming cuts in essential 
services — we’re talking big chunks of new public 
money and new public land for the next stadium. 
Secretly, of course. 


Agnos’s budget disaster, 


round two 


AYOR ART Agnos never dealt decisively 
with the budget deficit last year, and it’s 
coming back to haunt him. This year’s bud- 
get battle may be even more bitter than last year’s — 
and if Agnos continues to depend on temporary 
fixes, both he and the city will be in serious trouble. 

At its root, the budget problem is remarkably 
simple: San Francisco can’t support the level of 
services its citizens demand and are accustomed to 
on the level of income currently available. 

There is always a bit of waste in city government, 
and efficient management can cut a few dollars 
here and there, the same way efficient tax collec- 
tion can scrape a few more dollars out of the avail- 
able deadbeats. But none of those things will solve 
the budget problem. 

Agnos has only a few real choices: He can cut in- 
to sacred items like the police and fire departments, 
which will create a furor from both the powerful 
police and fire unions and the vocal citizen and 
business groups who will see such a move as a 
threat to public safety. He can cut deeply into 
public health, Muni and social services, and aban- 
don his promises to the people who worked to get 
him elected and the city’s historic commitment to 
helping the disadvantaged. He can pray for more 
state and federal money, which isn’t a terribly 
realistic alternative, or he can pray for rain, which 
will give the city more Hetch Hetchy power to sell 
and lessen the impact of the sellout contracts that 


he approved shortly after taking office. 

Or he can face facts: The city needs more money. 
It’s time Agnos started looking at ways to raise it. 

Nobody likes a tax increase, but there are ways 
to make one politically feasible. For example, a 
progressive business tax, which hiked rates for the 
largest and most lucrative companies without 
penalizing small entrepreneurs, would head off the 
alliance between the Chamber of Commerce and 
small merchant groups that got Agnos in such trou- 
ble last time around. Combined with some very 
bold reductions for sacred cows like the Police 
Department, a progressive business tax could win 
broad-based support — and go a long way toward 
erasing this year’s projected $70 million shortfall, 
without sacrificing social services. 

Meanwhile, it becomes more scandalous every 
day for Agnos not to pursue what is almost certain- 
ly the city’s single biggest potential revenue source: 
public power. Revenue from municipal electric 
utilities boosts city and county coffers all over the 
country, and the lower electric rates offered by 
public power systems are a financial boon to local 
businesses. 

No matter how much the mayor talks about 
spreading equally the burden of balancing the 
budget, the Chamber and PG&E always seem to 
wind up fat and happy. Until that changes, the 
budget problems will remain a permanent crisis for 
San Francisco.

The virtue of hunters 


As a writer who has done some research on the 
subject of hunting, I would liketo comment on Jon 
Christensen’s ‘‘The Mojave Bighorn Wars’’ and 
the editorial inspired by it (see Bay Guardian, 
1/11/89). Your condemnation of commissioners 
who regard animals as mere ‘‘trophies that have 
not been skinned out yet’’ deserves applause, but I 
wonder if a policy of hostility toward hunters is 
really conducive to the goals you espouse. 

Let us face political reality. As some of Chris- 
tensen’s quotes would suggest, hunters have a 
natural interest in conserving wild animal popula- 
tions and the regions they inhabit. If this powerful 
interest group were to vanish, areas such as the Mo- 
jave Desert might be given over to the strip miner 
and developer. However limited his world view 
may seem to animal rights activists, the hunter is a 
valuable ally in the effort to preserve what is left of 
our fragile wilderness. So long as he does not attack 
endangered species (which the bighorn is not), why 
alienate him? 

Assuming that they live up to their own ethical 
standards, killing only adult males as humanely as 
possible, hunters cause far less suffering than the 
meat industry and research laboratories. A beef 
steer bellowing in a crowded stockyard, surround- 
ed by the stench of his slaughtered relatives, would 
envy the bighorn ram who runs free until a bullet 
ends his life. Meat-eating opponents of hunting 
may feel morally superior because they do not get 
their kicks from killing, but they are perpetuating a 
system that is far more cruel. 

If it is time to consider “‘radical solutions,” why 
not eliminate the professional intermediaries who 
allow us to keep our hands clean? Open up the 
stockyards, the laboratories, all the concentration 
camps where animals are confined in misery, and 
oblige consumers to deal directly with the creatures 
they wish to eat or otherwise exploit. If every con- 
sumer of animal products had to take responsibili- 
ty for his share in it (as hunters-must), animal suf- 
fering could be reduced by half.

Katya’s first strike: Susan 
“Katya’’ Komisaruk, the Bay 
Area activist who entered 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
on June 2, 1987 and 
destroyed a mainframe 
computer that controlled a 
nuclear weapons navigational 
system, has become the 
subject of a 30-minute video 
documentary by Bay Area 
filmmaker Douglas Dibble. As 
the Feb. 2nd premiere of First 
Strike: Portrait of an Activist 
approaches, the documentary 
is undergoing some frantic 
last-minute rewriting and re- 
editing, so it's hard to say 
what form the final cut will 
take, but the documentary will 
certainly cover some very 
interesting issues. 

In addition to looking at why 
Komisaruk, who has become a 
minor movement cult hero, 
undertook an extremely 
hazardous action that landed 
her in a federal penitentiary 
for five years, the video will 
also review the emphasis U.S. 
nuclear planners have placed 
on developing first-strike, 
rather than simply defensive, 
capabilities. And it will look at 
the way the courts have 
preventec Komisaruk and 
other activists from using the 
defense of necessity, quoting 
international law or in any 
other way explaining the 
reasons for their actions to a 
jury. During Komisaruk's L.A. 
trial, the jury was only allowed 
to hear testimony about 
whether she actually 
committed the deed — some- 
thing she freely admits — and 
all discussion of her motives 
was banned.

Kilroy is here: The 1988 
edition of Tony Kilroy's 
Directory of San Francisco's 
Politically Active Groups, that 
is.

RENTSCHLER VS. 
HEARST: IS THIS 
HOW THE Ex 
COVERS THE 
MEDIA? 


PROGRESS PUBLISHER William 
Rentschler sent over a couple of rockets 
the other day, one a letter to the Bay 
Guardian (see page 6), the other a Dec. 
28th letter to Examiner Publisher William 
R. Hearst III. 

In the Hearst letter, Rentschler began by 
blasting the Examiner’s coverage of the 
Progress’s financial difficulties ‘‘as 
smears, raking over of old coals and [a] 
complete lack of understanding of what 
has occurred.’ The tone, he said, ‘‘has 
been adversarial — not reportorial — 
throughout, and highly damaging to us 
with our lenders, advertisers, the general 
public, our own employees and others.”’ 

Rentschler ended his letter by asking 
Hearst how he proposed ‘‘to make amends 
and allow us to convey a more accurate, 
factual picture to your readers.’’ He 
proposed a personal meeting or perhaps a 
lengthy Sunday guest column. 

Hearst, in a Jan. 17th hand-delivered 
letter to Rentschler, contested Rentschler’s 
charges that Examiner articles have been 
‘unfair or imbalanced”’ and “‘staunchly”’ 
contested the charges that ‘‘our coverage 
has been activated by any improper 
purposes.’’ However, he offered to pub- 
lish Rentschler’s letter, ‘‘subject to 
editorial considerations,’’ in an upcoming 
Sunday edition. 

Meanwhile, Examiner columnist Rob 
Morse reported the following-on Jan. 
19th: ‘‘At Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
San Francisco Planning and Research 
Association, publisher Bill Rentschler told 
the group that his defunctish S.F, Progress 
would start publishing again Feb. 1 or 
Feb. 8, and that Marge Blackwell would 
be the new editor. Blackwell, who just 
took a new job in PR with Santa Fe 
Pacific, was amazed. Rentschler had never 
talked to her.”’ 

Who is this publishing loon, a Morse 
reader might ask, who goes about publicly 
announcing jobs to editors he hasn’t 
talked to? We decided to add a bit of 
independent reporting to the media 
criticism case of Rentschler vs. Hearst. 
Some findings: 
® Morse started out with a factual 
thumper. He couldn’t even get the meeting 
time straight: It was not a Tuesday night 
meeting, but one of SPUR’s widely known 
brown-bag lunch sessions. 
® Rentschler was not laying out his come- 
back-from-Chapter-11 plans in a formal 
address to SPUR. Instead, he came as an 
observer, but was pressed into emergency 
service when the scheduled speaker, 
Charles Whitlock, the new publisher of the 
San Francisco Business Times, was held up 
by plane trouble, according to SPUR’s 
assistant director, Mary Catherine 
Haug-Boone. During the question 
period, Rentschler was asked about his 
staff. Rentschler, Haug-Boone said, did 
imply that Marge Blackwell was going to 
be the new editor, but in the context of 
explaining who the staff members would 
be on the new Progress. 
® Blackwell, when I called her, said she 
was ‘‘amazed”’ that the remark got into 
Morse’s column. Morse, she told me, ‘‘got 


it screwed up. He didn’t call me.’’ She said 
she’d gotten.a call from Gerald Adams, an 
Examiner reporter who covered the 
meeting. Adams, a friend, asked her if she 
was going to be the Progress editor. She 
said she wasn’t. Adams, she said, didn’t 
tell her she was speaking for publication. 
® Blackwell was further ‘‘amazed’’ when 
she read in Morse’s column that 
“‘Rentschler hadn’t talked to her.’’ She, 
Rentschler and Al Burgin, Rentschler’s pub- 
lisher and Blackwell’s former editor on a real 
estate journal, all told me they had discussed 
the job with her, but no offer was made. 

@ Adams was ‘‘amazed”’ when I called him 
at the Examiner and told him that, contrary 
to the impression of the Morse item, 
Blackwell had been discussing the Progress 
job with the Progress principals. He said he 
was trying to do a favor for a friend by 
passing along the information to Blackwell, 
not put an item in Morse’s column. 

So how did Morse get the item? Adams 
said that it was ‘‘just loose gossip’’ that 
came up when Morse dropped by his desk 
in the newsroom for a chat. 

So why didn’t Morse check out the 
item, talk to the principals, or call 
Rentschler and Burgin to get their side of 
the story before doing another ‘‘look what 
Bill Rentschler’s doing now’’ Examiner 
story? To his personal and professional 
credit, Morse acknowledged the mistake 
when I called him about our findings. He 
said it was a “‘misunderstanding’’ between 
him and Adams and characterized it as a 
“stupid’’ deadline mistake. He said he 
would do some checking and make a 
correction in the next few days. 

And so the big questions remains: Will 
Hearst allow Rentschler to blast back in 
the Examiner? Stay alert.

AT Ex, KRON, 
INVESTIGATIVE 
REPORTING TAKES 
A DIVE 


THE ALREADY sickly state of local 
investigative reporting in San Francisco 
has taken a turn for the werse in the last 
several weeks. Both the San Francisco 
Examiner and KRON-TV, citing budget 
constraints, have cut back on 
investigative reporting. 

Although San Francisco is home to the 
Center for Investigative Reporting and 
other sources of hard-hitting investigative 
reporting on national issues, the major 
local mainstream media have typically 
stayed away from in-depth examinations 
of complicated local issues. 

The Examiner and KRON, which is 
owned by Chronicle Publishing, have 
been occasional exceptions. Examiner 
Managing Editor Frank McCulloch is a 
longtime advocate of investigative 
reporting and established a special, 
three-man “‘I Team”? at the paper. 

Similarly, KRON also maintains a spe- 
cial team, Target 4, that focuses on inves- 
tigative stories, and another team that 
produces “‘Cover Story”’ segments, which 
also include some investigative reports. 

However, on Jan. 11th, McCulloch 
announced that members of the I Team 
would be ‘‘temporarily reassigned to 
other duties.’’ 

McCulloch said the move was based 
on budget constraints in other depart-

ments and ‘‘not because the I Team was 
too expensive.’’ He said he planned to 
reconstitute the team by late spring. 

The move came on the heels of 
KRON’s decision in December not to 
renew its contract with the Center for 
Investigative Reporting, which provided 
channel four with 15 to 20 stories a year. 
CIR Managing Director Dan Noyes told 
the Bay Guardian the move means the 
center will no longer focus nearly as 
much on local issues. ‘‘It’s hurt our 
ability to do local investigative stories,’’ 
he said. ‘‘There’s no other local outlet 
willing to pay us on a regular basis to 
develop local investigative stories.”’ 

Herb Dudnick, KRON’s news director, 
told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘The center is a 
fine organization if it’s within your 
means. It’s just a matter of having a finite 
amount of resources. I simply cannot do 
it all.”’ 

Also in December, KRON laid off 27 
employees stationwide, including mem- 
bers of the news staff who produced the 
“Cover Story’’ segments. Although the 
segments still appear regularly, they are 
no longer aired five days a week. 

The station also made a decision to 
produce five prime-time documentaries 
this year. Although the documentaries 
are certain to compete with labor-inten- 
sive investigative projects for scarce 
station resources, Dudnick insisted that 
the station in no way has lessened its 
commitment to investigative reporting.

THE LANDLORDS’ 
NEW LINE: RENT 
CONTROL CAUSES 
HOMELESSNESS 


THE RIGHT-WING Heritage Foundation 
is publishing a proposal that seeks to use 
the issue of homelessness as a means to end 
rent control. The scheme is aimed at 
incoming Housing and Urban Development 
Secretary Jack Kemp, and already Heritage 
is meeting with homeless groups to explore 
common ground. 

Any solution to the homeless problem 
“will mean overturning municipal rent 
control,’’ writes William Tucker, a 
correspondent for the American Spectator 
and author of the Heritage study. 
‘‘Although generally tolerated as a 
legitimate ‘police power,’ rent control is in 
truth nothing but an attempt by sitting 
tenants to shift their housing costs to 
outsiders and future tenants. Although it 
produces some short-term benefits for a few 
individuals, the long-term effect is to make 
housing more scarce and expensive for 
everybody. If homelessness is going to go, 
rent control is going to have to go first.”’ 

The Heritage brief argues that federal 
housing assistance and other community 
development funds should be cut off to 
communities that insist on retaining rent 
control, and cities should be encouraged to 
loosen zoning regulations to stimulate the 
building of single-room-occupancy hotels 
and efficiency apartments. 

In 1982, conservatives, led by Senator 
Bill Armstrong (R-Colorado), sought to 
amend a major housing bill to deny funds 
to any city with rent control. But 
Armstrong’s attempt provoked opposition 
even among fellow conservatives, who 


argued it was improper for the federal 
government to be imposing its will on local 
government. 

Stuart Butler, head of Heritage’s 
domestic policy section (which sponsored 
Tucker’s paper) says, ‘‘I think it’s the first 
shot in a war. It’s a question of saying what 
the goals should be and starting debate at 
this stage.’’ 

“The correlation between housing aban- 
donment and rent control just isn’t there,” 
says Bob Hays of the National Coalition 
for the Homeless. ‘‘A city like Detroit, 
which has no rent regulation, has far 
greater abandonment than even the South 
Bronx. In almost all jurisdictions — 
including New York — rent regulation is 
very finely tailored, so that unless there is a 
government subsidy for housing construc- 
tion there is no rent regulation. 

“‘Lastly,’’ Hays continues, ‘‘nobody is 
very comfortable with the way most 
governments administer rent regulation. 
Butler acknowledges that hand in hand with 
ending rent regulation must go a universal 
entitlement to adequate housing, backed by 
the funds needed to secure it. That’s very 
appealing. I would completely support 
ending rent regulation in exchange for a 
universal entitlement.’ 

“Tt’s an early litmus test for Kemp,”’ 
Hays adds. ‘‘Will he be an ideologue or a 
pragmatist?’’ Hays has begun meeting with 
Heritage himself.

VACANCY 
CONTROL MAY 
PASS, BUT FACES 
BALLOT TEST 


TENANT ACTIVISTS are moving forward 
quickly to draft vacancy control legislation 
for the Board of Supervisors, and the 
board should be taking action on the 
matter sometime this spring. 

Vacancy control would prevent substan- 
tial rent hikes on vacant apartments, 
thereby eliminating an incentive to 
landlords to evict tenants to circumvent 
the city’s annual cap on rent increases. 

With the addition of two new super- 
visors — Terrence Hallinan and Angela 
Alioto, both of whom campaigned as 
vacancy control supporters — the votes ~ 
for a vacancy control ordinance are clearly 
in place. According to Mitchell Omerberg, 
director of the Affordable Housing 
Alliance, the two new supervisors will be 
joined by Supervisors Harry Britt, 

Nancy Walker, Wendy Nelder, Doris 
Ward and Willie Kennedy in supporting 
the measure. 

Supervisor Jim Gonzalez has stated he is 
“‘reconsidering’’ his past stance against 
vacancy control, Richard Hongisto has a 
conflict of interest and cannot vote on the 
ordinance and Bill Maher and Tom Hsieh 
are opposed to vacancy control. Six votes 
are needed for passage. _ 

Jack Davis, the consultant who ran the 
successful No on U campaign with 
$800,000 provided largely by the real estate 
industry, told the Bay Guardian the issue 
will be far from decided if the board 
Passes vacancy control. ‘‘We will defin- 
itely put it on the ballot in November if the 
board approves this measure,’’ he said.

inclination to meet people in the

intercepting landlord pass-throughs 


ON TUESDAY, JAN. 31st, the San Francisco Rent Board 
will hold a public hearing on proposed changes to board 
rules and regulations. Perhaps the most important of these 
will be changes in what landlords are allowed to claim as 
capital improvements to property, and therefore pass 
through to tenants in the form of increased rents. 

Tenant activists have long argued that landlords unfairly 
use ‘‘capital improvement pass-throughs’’ to arbitrarily in- 
crease rents and bypass the city’s rent control measure. 
More effective definitions of allowable capital improve- 
ment pass-throughs, they say, are needed to close a major 
loophole in the city’s rent control ordinance. 

The proposed changes would force landlords to itemize 
and justify any pass-through costs before the Rent Board 
would approve them. Tighter language in the ordinance 
would also protect tenants from losing their housing after 
a fire and subsequent repairs. 

Michael Harney, chair of the Legislative Committee for 
the San Francisco Tenants Union, told the Bay Guardian 
the presence of a large contingent of tenants is extremely 
important. ‘‘There has been pressure put on members of 
the Rent Board by a faction of landlords who believe the 
landlord representatives on the board are siding with the 
tenants,’’ he said. 

He also noted that landlords will attempt to convince 
the board that the new limitations on pass-throughs will 
impose a hardship. ‘‘It is important that tenants that have 
been victimized by extremely large or inappropriate pass- 
throughs come to the meeting and testify,”’ he said.

Police Commission watch 


UNFORTUNATELY, THE SAN Francisco Police Commis- 
sion did not receive at its Jan. 25th meeting the long-awaited 
city attorney’s opinion on whether it could overrule the 
police chief on disciplinary matters. 5 

According to sources inside the City Attorney’s Office, no 
set date has been established for the presentation of the 
opinion to the commission. Those sources note that the 
opinion is still in the draft stages. 

However, several Police Commission watchers specu- 
lated that the delay might be related to the Police Officers 
Association election at the end of the month, in which 
POA president Bob Barry faces a stiff challenge from 
Officer Mike Keys. 

Barry has a good working relation with Mayor Art 
Agnos, and the election of someone else to the presidency 
could change the mayor’s ability to work with the 
politically powerful POA. Anything that gave the Police 
Commission increased disciplinary authority could be used 
by Barry’s opponents to undercut the incumbent presi- 
dent’s claim that he has helped protect his constituents in 
politically charged disciplinary cases. 


Agnos has already had a hand in the department’s 
handling of the Sept. 14th beating of United Farm Workers 
Vice President Dolores Huerta, as evidenced by his 
meeting with Police Chief Frank Jordan and Police Com- 
mission President Louis Giraudo the night before the an- 
nouncement that no disciplinary action would be taken 
against the officer who struck Huerta. 

The commission has promised to allow community and 
legal groups to review and respond to the opinion before 
accepting or rejecting the advisory opinion. 

The earliest this matter could come before the commis- 
sion is Feb. Ist. Until a firmer date is set, call the Police 
Commission secretary for information at 553-1667. Meet- 
ings are held weekly, Wednesdays, 5 pm, Hall of Justice, 
850 Bryant, Sth floor, SF. 


Fair play for fare hikes 


THE BOARD OF Supervisors approved a new resolution 
that would force the Public Utilities Commission to 
improve the notification process for public transit fare 
increase and service reduction hearings. 

Under the new ordinance, authored by the board’s pres- 
ident, Harry Britt, notices of such meetings must appear 
on Muni buses and trains. Those notices may become in- 
creasingly important as the city attempts to reconcile a $70 
million budget shortfall for fiscal year 1989-90. 

Mayor Art Agnos has already announced that city 
employees will not face another wage freeze, and that 
means budget cuts in other big-ticket city budget items. 
Police and fire, two of the larger city departments, will not 
face serious cuts because of court-ordered consent decrees 
that set staffing levels. 

But Muni and the Health and Social Services depart- 
ments, each of which spend notable portions of the city’s 
General Fund budget, could face significant service 
reductions. 

While City Hall insiders note there is no direct connection 
between the notification policy and pending budget cuts in 
Muni service, Muni patrons should keep a sharp eye for 
such notices on their regularly traveled bus or train routes. 

Rick Ruvulo, Britt’s administrative aide, told the Bay 
Guardian that the notices were an attempt to keep the 
public informed of proposed changes in city services, and 
that ways of providing notices for other city departments 
that may face budget cuts are presently being discussed. 
“‘Muni was the easiest one to start with, since notices go 
on buses,”” he said.

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FILLING SF'S 
POWER VOID 


The dominant factor in San Francisco politics this year 
is not Art Agnos. It's the struggle to fill the power 
vacuum Agnos has created

O READ the city mag- 

azines and the daily news- 

papers, you could easily 

think Mayor Art Agnos had 

San Francisco wrapped 
right around his finger. 

“Art Agnos — In Control at City 
Hall,’’ the headline on the cover of the 
January/February San Francisco: The 
Magazine announced. ‘‘The last 
fighting liberal,’’ San Francisco Focus 
called him in its ‘‘exclusive’’ interview 
published in the January issue. 

But you don’t have to scratch the 
surface of local politics very deeply at 
all to find a very different picture. The 
fact of the matter, the vast majority of 
political insiders agree, is that Agnos is 
not ‘‘in control’’ at all. After one year 
in office, he’s created what one veteran 
local political observer called ‘‘an ex- 
treme power vacuum”’ in San Fran- 
cisco — and like nature, politics abhors 
a vacuum. 

The dominant factor in San Fran- 
cisco politics, January 1989, is not 
Mayor Art Agnos — it’s the battle be- 
tween the would-be power brokers who 
are scrambling, some quietly, some 
openly, to grab a piece of the action. 

The stakes are incredibly high: The 
political future of the city — the ability 
to set the agenda on critical issues, to 
identify, groom and elect new can- 
didates to office and to influence major 
policy decisions on the local, state and 
even the national level — is up for grabs. 

And not surprisingly, local pol- 
iticians from across the spectrum have 
emerged from the shadows and begun 
to establish a power base that can 
move into the void that the mayor has 
been unable or unwilling to fill. The 
list includes state Senator Quentin 
Kopp, Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi, 
Supervisor Bill Maher and, to a cer- 
tain extent, Board of Supervisors 
President Harry Britt. 

Some observers also say that none of 
the leading figures on the local scene 
have both the desire and the ability to 
build the type of political machine — 
and assume the type of far-reaching 
power — once controlled by the late 
Phil Burton. Over the next few years, 
they say, the centers of political power 
in San Francisco may become increas- 
ingly fractured. 

And conceivably, as the 1991 
mayor’s race approaches, a candidate 
could come out of virtual oblivion and 
make a serious, perhaps successful run 
for the city’s top office, the way Joe 
Alioto did the last time a weak and 
vulnerable mayor came up for re- 
election, more than 20 years ago. 





‘OLITICAL POWER is an 

abstract concept at best. 

But in San Francisco, it’s 

never been terribly hard to 

figure out who has it — and 

who doesn’t. In a city where numerous 

organized, determined interest groups 

fight bitterly over almost every impor- 

tant policy decision, power is the ability 

to get things done, to make changes 

happen or, in some cases, to keep them 
from happening. 

Phil Burton was a classic power- 

‘broker — his influence in Washington 

brought the Golden Gate National 


Recreation Area to San Francisco, for 
example, and his influence in Sacra- 
mento created the legislative and con- 
gressional reapportionment that still 
shapes many Bay Area races. His abili- 
ty to control local politics gave the likes 
of Art Agnos and John Burton their 
first elected offices. 

After Burton’s death, the most 
powerful politician in town was almost 
certainly Dianne Feinstein, who as 
mayor transformed (many would say 
wrecked) the face of the city with a 
massive building boom that she kept 
alive despite strong citizen opposition. 
Feinstein single-handedly kept vacancy 
control out of acity of renters, blocked 
domestic partners legislation favored 
by the large and vocal gay community 
and very nearly made one of the centers 
of American anti-war sentiment home 
to anew battleship fleet. 

When Agnos won the mayoral elec- 
tion in 1987, it seemed to many that 
the progressive/neighborhood groups 
that had been out of power for so long 
were finally gaining influence at City 
Hall. Agnos came in with an ambi- 
tious agenda (published in a cam- 
paign book titled, ironically, Getting 
Things Done). He also brought with 
him a campaign organization that had 
stunned the Feinstein forces, rep- 
resented by Supervisor John Molinari, 
and impressed nearly everyone else in 
town. With an overwhelming electoral 
mandate and hundreds of loyal grass- 
roots troops, organized into pre- 
cinct teams by some of the best 
operatives in the business, Agnos 
seemed in a position to do just about 
anything he wanted. 

A year later, almost none of his 
promises have been fulfilled. New pro- 
grams for low-cost housing, public 
health, jobs and the homeless have 
fallen victim to a serious budget crisis 
Agnos inherited from Feinstein. 
Vacancy control was postponed in the 
face of a hostile board majority. 
District elections seems to have fallen 
off the face of the earth. Public power 
disappeared as soon as the PG&E lob- 
byists raised the smallest peep. 

In two critical elections, the mayor’s 
much-vaunted campaign organization 
was nowhere to be found — and the 
mayor’s agenda did not fare well. In 
June, the voters decisively rejected 
Agnos’s proposal for a Gann limit 
override that was a key part of his bud- 
get plan. A proposal for new housing 
near City College, also backed by the 
mayor, was also rejected by the voters. 

In November, the voters again re- 
jected Agnos’s advice, and voted to 
support the homeporting of the bat- 
tleship Missouri. 


EANWHILE, ON is- 
sue after issue, Agnos 
has angered the peo- 
ple who were among 
his strongest sup- 
porters. He allowed the police to ar- 
rest a group giving away free food in 
Golden Gate Park — and later, sup- 
ported Chief Frank Jordan when he 
refused to take action against the of- 
ficer implicated in the Dolores Huerta 
beating. He appointed three pro- 
neighborhood planning commis- 
sioners — but left a four-member 
commission majority willing (at least 


once thus far) to vote against the en- 
vironmental position. ’ 

The mayor angered city employee 
unions by pressing for a wage freeze to 
balance the budget, drove small-busi- 
ness people into the downtown camp 
by proposing a tax on small business, 
angered Muni riders by cutting service 
and raising fares and generally failed to 
get anybody to believe that his budget 
package was a fair deal. 

And now, as he begins his second 
year, Agnos faces what may be an even 
more difficult budget challenge — and 
already, he’s making political ma- 
neuvers that do not bear the marks ofa 
mayor who is ‘‘in control.” 

Next year’s budget shortfall is pro- 
jected at $70 million. Among the major 
projected increases in city spending is 
some $80 million to $100 million for 
pay increases of city employees. Since 
the city froze wages last year, and since 
city employees are paid on a formula 
based on what comparable cities pay, 
this year’s pay raise will cost roughly 
twice what it normally does. 

Agnos angered the unions last year 
when he froze wages, and he would 
have faced serious, bitter opposition if 
he’d tried to do that again. And on Jan. 
17th, he announced that he would not 
include any form of pay freeze as a part 
of next year’s budget plan. 

But at the same time, the mayor has 
also sought to mollify downtown in- 
terests by promising not to seek new 
revenues through a tax increase. 

That will leave Agnos very little choice 
but to make further, deep cuts — in pro- 
grams like public health and social ser- 
vices. That’s not going to make the 
unions happy, and it’s not going to 
make community leaders happy either. 

“‘Our position is that the city has to 
start looking at getting some increased 
revenue,’” Steve Newberger, a repre- 
sentative of SEIU Local 790, which 
represents city employees, told the Bay 
Guardian. “‘The city has already cut ser- 
vices back substantially, and the Board 
of Supervisors seems committed to pro- 
tecting and even expanding social pro- 
grams. The mayor will have a lot of op- 
position if he tries to balance the budget 
entirely by making cuts.”” 

Or, as one City Hall insider close to 
the budget process put it, ‘“‘This year’s 
budget process is going to be far more 
painful than it was last year.’’ 

-Agnos has not been discussing the 
budget with city employee unions, 
Newberger said. But a source close to 
the Mayor’s Office told the Bay Guard- 
ian that Agnos has, in fact, sent repre- 
sentatives to meet and discuss the budget 
with the Chamber of Commerce. 

Agnos, in other words, is apparent- 
ly trying to make political points with 
the business leaders who were among 
his strongest foes a year ago — even if 
he has to do it at the expense of his 
longtime allies. Political observers say 
that strategy suggests Agnos is afraid 
his budget plan will once again be sunk 
by business opposition — but the 
move is potentially risky. 

“The Chamber is never going to 
trust Agnos,’’ one observer noted. “‘He 
has no future there. And if he pisses off 
his friends, he’s not going to have any 
future anywhere else.”

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HE SPECTER of Quentin 
Kopp looms like a dark 
thundercloud over the 
Agnos administration 
these days. At cocktail par- 
ties, in barrooms, at rallies and club 
meetings and everyplace else where 
local politicos gather, the talk in- 
evitably turns to Kopp — and for good 
reason. On almost every major issue 
that Agnos has addressed in the past 
year, Kopp has taken an opposing 
stand. Week after week, Kopp has 
blasted away at Agnos — and more 
often than not, when the issue has come 
to ahead, Kopp has come out on top. 

If Kopp intends to run for mayor in 
1991, he’s making all the right moves. 
He’s not only staying in the public eye, 
he’s working to build alliances, to reach 
out to the various constituencies in the 
city, to show his face at political events. 

He’s also had an ideal forum — from 
up in the state Senate, Kopp can fire at 
will on the mayor of San Francisco 
without making all that many enemies. 
Agnos has to make ugly choices on, for 
example, the city budget. Kopp can 
criticize those choices without having 
to offer real alternatives of his own. 

Agnos hasn’t helped his own cause 
much. While Kopp has been out mak- 
ing new friends, the mayor who won 
some 70 percent of the citywide vote 
last year has managed to make enemies 
onthe right, left and center, downtown 
and in the neighborhoods. 

But Kopp insists he doesn’t know if 
he wants to run for mayor — and peo- 
ple close to him say his indecision is 
very sincere. Kopp by all accounts loves 
his Senate job, and feels no particular 
desire to leave it. For all his criticism of 
Agnos, he also knowsthat the mayor of 
San Francisco has a tough job to do — 
and that it’s not going to get any easier 
in the next few years. 

As one Kopp loyalist put it, 
“Quentin is convinced that the city is in 
a mess — and there is not a terribly 
strong desire on his part to have to goin 
there and straighten it out.’” 

Of course, Kopp hasn’t ruled out a 
run for mayor yet, not by any means. 
And if it looks like nobody else is com- 
ing forward to take on Agnos, the 
senator will be under immense pressure 
to throw his hat in the ring. As Rich 
Schlackman, a political consultant who 
worked on Kopp’s state Senate cam- 
paign, noted, ‘‘The only thing Agnos 
has going for him is the lack of a viable 
alternative to Quentin Kopp.” 

If Kopp decides not to run for 
mayor, who will oppose Agnos in 
1991? Right now, there aren’t many 
candidates on the horizon — which is 
one reason the name Dianne Feinstein 
keeps coming up. By law, Feinstein 
could serve only two consecutive terms 
as mayor — but nothing would stop her 
from running again after a four-year 
hiatus. Right now, Feinstein seems 
more interested in running for gover- 
nor in 1990 — but she might decide she 
lacks the support and drop out, or she

might enter the race and lose, which 


"would still give her a year to come home 


and try for mayor again. 

On the other hand, Jack Davis, 
Kopp’s chief of staff, suggested that if 
Kopp doesn’t run, ‘‘maybe we’il see a 
completely new face.’’ In 1991, Davis 
said, the time might be ripe for some- 
one who has little or no political ex- 
perience — but plenty of contacts and 
the ability to raise large amounts of 
money — to jump into the mayoral 
race with a shot at winning. 

That has happened before — in 
1967, downtown leaders forced Mayor 
Jack Shelley out of the race and 
brought in an antitrust lawyer named 
Joe Alioto, who came out of nowhere 
to win the election. And Davis, who 
clearly relishes the thought of run- 
ning a campaign against Agnos, might 
well put his talents and connec- 
tions to work on the side of such a 
challenger. 

It’s not a likely scenario, but it can’t 
be dismissed entirely, either — Davis 
has worked in recent years with groups 
like the Chamber and the Board of 
Realtors, which can raise huge sums of 
money very quickly. If Agnos has lost 
his solid support on the left, a well- 
financed (if unknown) downtown can- 
didate could be formidable indeed. 


OPP ISN’T the only one 

who has noticed the power 

gap in the Mayor’s Office. 

Numerous local politicians 

who are looking to push 
their agendas and advance their 
political careers apparently see the lack 
of a powerful mayor as an opportunity 
not to be missed. 

Two of the most obvious efforts at es- 
tablishing a local power base have come 
from Nancy Pelosi and Bill Maher. 

Pelosi, who was elected to Congress 
last year after a close and bitter battle 
with Harry Britt, has been spending a 
lot of time in the city, and putting a lot 
of effort into local and statewide issues. 
“‘She’s everywhere,’’ said one Demo- 
cratic Party insider, who asked not to 
be named. ‘‘She’s pushing candidates 
for local office, showing up at local 
events and trying to become a force to 
be reckoned with.” 

Among those who Pelosi backed — 
and who now see her as a friend — is 
Supervisor Angela Alioto. Agnos and 
his backers had pointed to the election 
of Alioto and Terence Hallinan as a 
sign that the mayor was effective at put- 
ting his allies into office — but Alioto 
told the Bay Guardian after the election 
that if anyone deserved credit for help- 
ing her get elected, it would be Pelosi, 
not Agnos. 

Pelosi has also been deeply involved 
in the campaign to get former Gover- 
nor Jerry Brown elected state Demo- 
cratic Party Chairman — and in the 
process, she’s tapped into some of the 
grassroots networks that Agnos has 
largely ignored as a political force since 
his election. 

“Where are all the activists who 
helped get Art Agnos elected?”’ one in- 
sider, who had worked against Brown, 
complained. ‘‘They’re out there work- 
ing for Nancy Pelosi.’’ 

Pelosi’s local organization was ex- 


tremely effective — Brown won a clear 
and convincing victory in the San Fran- 
cisco caucuses to choose delegates for 
the annual state Democratic conven- 
tion in Sacramento (we’ll have more on 
the Brown/Pelosi effort next week). 

Meanwhile, Maher has made a deci- 
sion to seek his political fortune down- 
town. Since Molinari lost the mayor’s 
race and retired from the board and 
Feinstein left office after her second 
full term, downtown has lacked a clear 
and out-front advocate at City Hall, 
and Maher, who has never been ac- 
cused of lacking ambition, is moving to 
take over that role. 

Maher took a leading role in helping 
the Chamber defeat Agnos’s Gann limit 
override last June, and he has become 
one of the real estate lobby’s staunchest 
allies and leading strategists in opposing 
vacancy control. He is also, one source 
told the Bay Guardian, helping the 
Chamber set up a new Political Action 
Committee and strengthen its City Hall 
lobbying operations. 

Maher is also looking at a campaign 
for the City Assessor’s Office. Sam 
Duca has said he will retire after this 
term, and Supervisor Richard Hongisto 
has announced he is considering a run 
for the job. In response, downtown is 
looking around for a canidate — and 
Maheris, by all accounts, at the head of 
the short list. 


ASED ON his actions thus 

far, Agnos seems to be ignor- 

ing the possibility of a serious 

challenge from the left. He is 

working to build relations 

with his former foes downtown, and 

taking his supporters in the neighbor- 
hoods for granted. 

But one of the most important chal- 


. lenges to Agnos could wind up coming 


from someone who right now is going 
out of his way to sound like an Agnos 
supporter: Harry Britt. 

Britt, who became president of the 
board this year, will be a key player in 
the upcoming budget debate, and may 
wind up seizing the political agenda 
(and taking the limelight) from Agnos 
on issues like vacancy control. 

Britt has insisted of late that he is a 
staunch ally of the mayor, and that he 
sees himself and Agnos in synch on the 
major issues facing the city. But unless 
Agnos has some magic money machine 
hidden in Room 200, City Hall, Britt 
may wind up fighting the mayor over 
cuts in social services, city employee 
layoffs and the lack of new revenue 
sources. And if Agnos continues to fail 
at bringing his agenda to life, Britt may 
be in a position to become the pro- 
gressive leader Agnos that has not. 

Agnos isn’t washed up yet — he is, 
after all, still the mayor, and as he 
showed during the 1987 campaign, it’s 
a mistake to count him out too early. 
But he has an immense amount of work 
to do to keep the city from a financial 
and social crisis and keep himself from 
becoming a one-term mayor. 

It’s going to be a critical year for Art 
Agnos and the agenda he once claimed 
to support. Because if he isn’t up to tak- 
ing the initiative and running the city, 
lots of other people would be more 
than happy to take onthe job. a

OR MOST people, work is a 
bit like the weather — 
everybody complains about 
it, but nobody does anything 
about it. 

The vast majority of the U.S. work- 
-force is, to a least some extent, unhappy 
with the daily grind. It’s safe to say 
the unemployed are, by and large, even 
less happy. Each week, thousands of 
people search the wants ads, visit 
employment counselors or pound the 
pavement, looking for a job — or look- 
ing for a better job. 

But across the country, in growing 
numbers, people are finding another 
alternative. Bored with doing what 
they have to do to survive, sick of dead- 
end, unfulfilling jobs or forced out of 
work by layoffs, disabilities or market 
fluctuations, millions of workers have 
decided to take things into their own 
hands: If they can’t find a job they like, 
they’ll make one of their own. 

‘The number of new businesses has 
been going up dramatically over the last 
five or so years,’’ explained Joel 
Kotkin, West Coast editor of Inc., a 
magazine that specializes in small-busi- 
ness issues. Since 1980, Kotkin said, 
more than 6 million new companies 
have entered the U.S. marketplace. 

Starting .a new business isn’t easy, 
and there’s no guarantee of success. 
But it’s not impossible, either — not by 
any means. 

In fact, many local entrepreneurs 
have started off with little or no capital, 
no outside financing, no special 
business training and no professional 
marketing research, and their busi- 
nesses have both survived and pros- 
pered. Of those we’ve interviewed, not 
one has any desire to go back to alife of 
working for somebody else. 

Finance and marketing consultants, 
small-business experts and successful 
entrepreneurs interviewed by the Bay 
Guardian agreed that starting a busi- 
ness is a very realistic choice for many 
people disconcerted by the job market. 
They also agreed, however, that the 
would-be entrepreneur needs to follow 
a few basic guidelines to get off the 
ground, stave off an early failure and 
turn a fledgling outfit into a growing, 
successful concern. 


HE FIRST step to starting 

a new business, experts 

agree, is sizing up your 

own skills — taking a hard 

look at what you know, 
what you’re interested in and what 
you think you can learn. 

In some cases, the skills you have 
learned in past jobs can translate directly 
into a new business. But as our inter- 
views with the founders of several suc- 
cessful local businesses demonstrated 
(see accompanying profiles), the skills 
that might get you hired at a big, estab- 
lished company aren’t always the ones 
you need to start a business of your own. 

Marshall Ehlers, a former therapist 
and union painter, parlayed his interest 
in British motorcycles into a Berkeley 
bike shop that has become the largest 
outlet of its kind west of the Mississippi. 


Deirdre Sullivan, a former airline 
hostess, became fascinated by gem- 
stones she bought during her travels — 
and today, she is running a thriving 
jewelry business. 

Lisa Rogers traveled all over the 
West as.an ad agency executive, griping 
constantly that she could never find the 
proper attire for the ever-changing 
weather. When a corporate restruc- 
turing left her without a job, she open- 
ed a store that specializes in clothing 
and accessories for rainy days. 

Paul Terry, a small-business consul- 
tant in San Francisco, highlighted the 
common thread found in those ex- 
periences. ‘‘You can’t know the needs 
of any customer better than you can 
know your ownneeds,”’ he told the Bay 
Guardian recently. ‘‘The best customer 
to study, therefore, is yourself. 

“Many people start businesses 
because they can’t find a service they are 
looking for, so they decide to provide it 
themselves.’’ Terry advises his clients to 
try to examine things in their everyday 
lives as if they were running a new busi- 
ness. “‘If you go into a restaurant, look 
and see what is happening around you,”’ 
he said. ‘‘How many tables are there? 
How muchis the average person spend- 
ing? Do you see the same people com- 
ing back to the restaurant?”’ 

Terry’s advice leads to the second 
major step a would-be small-business 
owner needs to take: evaluating the 
market. 

“Doing the research, and checking 
out the field you are going into, can tell 
you what to expect from the business,”’ 
explained Roger Pritchard, a Berkeley- 
based consultant who specializes in- 
socially responsible businesses. 


-‘*Market research can tell you what you 


can and can’t do. It’s a reality check,”’ 
Terry added. 

Market research is a business itself 
these days, and Fortune 500 companies 
often spend tens of thousands of 
dollars on sophisticated surveys, prod- 
uct tests, focus groups and computer 
models before launching a new ven- 
ture. But for a small entrepreneur, 
market research can be much simpler 
and far less expensive. ‘Applying 
human capital, that is, persistence, in- 
telligence and imagination, is the key to 
successful businesses, much more so 
than applying financial capital,’’ 
Pritchard said. Ehlers, for example, did 
his market research in the course of 
repairing other peoples’ motorcycles. 
“T’d ride all over the Bay Area looking 
for parts,’’ he explained. ‘‘And I found 
that no one had all the parts in one place. 
To me, that indicated a real need.”’ 

Rogers’ experience was similar. She 
found, after futile searches in stores 
throughout the West, that there was no 
single place to by rainwear, or swim- 
wear, with accessories and selection, ‘‘I 
looked and there was a great big hole in 
the market staring me in the face,’’ she 
said. 

Andy Tonozuka, a sushi chef who 
founded We Be Sushi in the Mission, 
also studied the market, and found his 
own niche. ‘‘I have been studying the 
American market for sushi for many

attendant than serve coffee and explain the workings of emergency 

oxygen masks. The Muir Beach resident used her flight 
assignments, her exposure to travelers and her travel benefits to start her 
own business, Designs in Gems, a gem import and jewelry design firm. 

Sullivan’s lapidary career began seven years ago when she bought an inex- 
pensive sapphire while she and her husband were vacationing in Ceylon. 
When Sullivan returned to the United States, she had the gem appraised and 
found that it was valued at many times what it cost her. 

“T thought, ‘Goodness, I don’t know what I’m looking at. I should 
become a gemologist,’ ’’ Sullivan says, and while continuing her airline 
work she enrolled in courses at and eventually received a degree from the 
Gemological Institute of America. 

“T loved it. I really loved it,’’ she says. ‘“‘It was better than flying.”’ 

Eventually, she says, she decided to open her own business because she 
wanted to offer her customers the very best quality goods and services. ‘‘I 
was very interested in offering the kind of service that I was frequently 
restricted in giving in the company I worked for,’’ she says. ‘“Working for 
myself, I could control the quality of what I was presenting.’” 

Sullivan began using opportunities afforded by her job to build the foun- 
dation for her business. Business contacts grew out of casual, on-board con- 
versations with passengers, some of whom were in the jewelry business, and 
with acquaintances in far-off ports. ‘‘I flew internationally for 20 years, 
often to Hong Kong,”’ she says. ‘‘Although I was there only two or three 
days at a time, I met people.”’ 

She started out “‘buying just a few stones at a time — a couple of 
sapphires and a little lapis,’’ and selling the stones to get money to buy 
more. “‘I started out with $400. What I did was reinvest and reinvest and 
reinvest.’” 

Some of the money, she says, she used to start a line of inexpensive 
jewelry that gave her more credibility with clients interested in more expen- 
sive gems. “‘It’s hard for someone to plunk down $1,000 for a stone. If they 
do business with me, they see my designs and they see that I’m absolutely 
fastidious.’’ When people bought the more expensive gems, they would 
often ask her advice on settings. 

Sullivan pays close attention to her clients’ needs. She’Il go to their offices 
for a consultation and even assess their wardrobe before designing a piece. 
Since she gets most of her clients through referrals, the personal attention 
pays off. ‘‘If I can create a piece of jewelry that looks good on someone, 
they’re going to wear it, and that’s the best advertising I can get,’’ she says. 

And because Sullivan works out of her home, with no extra rent or 
utilities to pay, she is able to offer near-wholesale prices. She also cuts costs 
by maintaining a small inventory and custom ordering most of her jewels. 

Sullivan say her business is doing well and she has not flown for a year 
now. “‘I had no idea I would be having so much fun doing business,’’ she 
says, ‘‘and getting paid for it.”

Office of Citizen Complaints, which investigates com- 
plaints of police misconduct. 

Barthel, who categorizes himself as a staunch civil libertarian and has 
been politically active for most of his adult life, had worked for a large East 
Bay investigations firm and decided that his work should better reflect his 
own beliefs. 

Wechter and Barthel would see each other at conferences, and those 
meetings led to the decision to start their own firm. 

According to Barthel, both men wanted “‘more control over our time’’ 
and the freedom to ‘‘shape the direction our practice took.” 

The result, at first, was a little different than they had planned. ‘‘While 
we were shaping the direction of the work we did, we totally lost control of 
our time,’’ Barthel recalls. ‘“Ten hours a day, seven days a week,’’ he says, 
shaking his head. 

Barthel and Wechter do investigations specifically for attorneys, mostly 
for criminal defense and death penalty cases. But the cases can vary. 
““We’ve tracked the movements of an Argentinean war criminal across the 
country, and could be investigating a dope deal that went down across the 
street,’’ Barthel says. 

One of the biggest challenges for Barthel and his partner is dealing with 
the emotional impact of their investigations. ‘‘There is a lot of pain out 
there, and we are exposed to it,’’ he says. ‘“‘That’s very hard to deal with, 
and we are still figuring out ways to do that.’’ 

To Barthel, becoming emotionally wrapped up in the cases he investigates 
is part of the job. ‘‘It’s very hard not to get involved in the lives of the people 
you are working for.”’ 

After spending the first three months of business ‘‘working out the 
personal working relationship between two grouchy people,”’ Barthel says, 
he found his office overloaded. ‘‘The next few months we were swamped. 
We had to figure a balance between the amount of work we could handle 
and the time and attention needed for each individual case.”’ 

Since both Barthel and Wechter had extensive experience and solid 
reputations in their field, opening their own company did not take a huge in- 
fusion of money. ‘“We didn’t have a large overhead,” he says. “‘We started 
with a mailing list and then had to both get cars that didn’t break down con- 
stantly.’”’ 

For Barthel, being able to choose the cases he wants to work on is an 
added pleasure in a business where the level of unpredictability keeps the 
work exciting. “‘Younever know,” he explains, ‘‘what the next phone call 
will bring.”

of the menu at We Be Sushi, Andy Tonozuka’s small and always- 
crowded sushi restaurant on Valencia Street. 

The good humor of that little joke is characteristic of Tonozuka, who 
calls his restaurant a “‘great joy.’’ He greets customers with a smile and 
small bow as they enter, and bids them a cheery farewell as they depart. 

Before opening We Be Sushi in June 1987, Tonozuka had worked at the 
Nikko restaurant in San Francisco for three years, saving money to open his 
own restaurant. Before that, he was a partner in Hatsu Hana, a Manhattan 
sushi restaurant that was a wild success and the ‘“‘first ever to receive four 
stars from the New York Times,”’ Tonozuka says. 

But in San Francisco, the dream of having his own restaurant was the 
final goal. ‘‘I have been motivated to have my own restaurant since starting 
in the business,’’ he says. “‘It is an adventure, it is more challenging.”’ 

Meeting the challenge is perhaps Tonozuka’ greatest drive. ‘‘After own- 
ing We be Sushi, I have come to realize how nice it is to plan and practice 
something which, if it works, makes me very happy,”’ he says. 

Tonozuka’s obvious enthusiasm and dedication to his restaurant sug- 
gests his continued success is inevitable. But Tonozuka had some problems 
with his business before he prepared his first order of takuan-maki in his 
new location. He had originally named his restaurant McSushi, and while he 
was finishing the interior of the restaurant, he received a letter from the ever-vigi- 
lant attorneys at McDonald’s, who informed him that he couldn’t use the name. 

“‘T was standing out on the sidewalk, and I stopped a person who was out 
on the street and showed him the letter. ‘What can I do?’ I asked him. He 
says, ‘Get the people to think of aname.”’ Three hundred suggestions later, 
We Be Sushi was born. 

' Tonozuka says the restaurant has allowed him to pursue personal goals. 
Before the restaurant opened, he and his wife Eiko delayed having a baby to 
save money, a delay he has happily remedied in August with the arrival of a 
baby boy whose picture Tonozuka is quick to show guests. When offered 
congratulations, Tonozuka smiled broadly and offered a slight bow in return. 

A 20-year ‘‘sushiman,”’ Tonozuka says his ultimate goal is to expose a 
broader section of the American public to the joys of eating sushi. ‘‘I am in- 
terested in sushi as it evolves in the U.S.,”’ he says. ‘‘It is expensive, and the 
only way to make it available to more people is to cut the price.”

F YOU’VE got an idea, you’ve 

found a need and have decided 

you’d like to fill it, the next step is 

to find financing. Starting a busi- 

ness generally takes money, but as 
local entrepreneurs have found, it 
doesn’t always take a lot of money. 
And there are numerous ways to raise 
the capital you need. 

“The first question people ask when 
they think of starting a business is, 
‘Where am I going to get the 
capital?’ ’’ Pritchard said. ‘‘Well, 
there are a lot of different ways to raise 
capital.” 

If you’re thinking of financing your 
new business with a loan from the local 
bank, chances are you’re in for some 
disappointment. Banks, Pritchard 
noted, are often hesitant to lend money 
to small businesses without some form 
of collateral. The federal Small 
Business Administration guarantees 
some bank loans, but in the Reagan/ 
Bush era, funds are limited and col- 
lateral requirements are high. 

In fact, Pritchard suggested that pro- 
spective entrepreneurs forget the bank 
altogether, and look elsewhere for 
start-up capital. ‘‘Banks are the last 
place to go,”’ he said. ‘“They simply are 
not in the risk business.” 

If you do goto a bank, Pritchard said, 
it’s often a good idea to look at creative 
strategies to convince the banker that 
you are worthy of credit. ‘“You can take 
asecond mortgage out on your home, or 
take out a loan with a cosigner,’’ he 
noted. If that’s not possible, he said, you 
can look to friends and supporters to 
provide investment capital or to put up 
property as collateral for a loan. 

Of course, not everyone has friends 
or relatives who can provide the back- 
ing necessary to get a business off the 
ground or to attract a bank’s interest. 
But Pritchard said that’s no reason to 
despair. In fact, local small-business 
owners say that spending a lot of energy 
on trying to get bank capital often just 
doesn’t make sense. 

Ehlers said he approached a few 
banks when he was contemplating 
starting his business, but found the task 
futile. ‘‘It’s easier not to deal with 
banks,’’ he said. ‘‘They didn’t under- 
stand the business, what I was doing, as 
well as I did.” 

The need for extensive capital to 
start a business, said Pritchard, can be 
way overblown. More often than not, 
he said, start-up businesses need far less 
capital than their owners think. 

“T ask my clients to practice writing 
their business plan in a way that cuts 
their capital needs in half,’’ he said. “‘I 
encourage people to use intelligence 
and imagination in place of capital.” 

To emphasize the point, Pritchard 
said he normally dismisses the lack of 
capital as a viable reason for a 
business’s failure. “‘When businesses 
fail, people blame the lack of capital, 
not the lack of persistence, intelligence 
and imagination,”’ he said. 

According to Pritchard, an entre- 
preneur who is long on ideas but short 
on cash can often find a way to get a 
‘business rolling on very little money. 
“One way to raise capital is to go into a 
business that is going to need very little 
to get going,”’ he said. 

Joe Barthel, co-founder of Barthel 
and Wechter Private Investigations, 
noted that he and his partner started 
with very little capital. ‘“We didn’t need 
very much money, since we are a per- 
sonal services company,’’ he said. ‘“We

OME RAIN or Shine, Lisa Rogers’ women’s apparel store on 
( Fillmore Street in Pacific Heights, is the product of two rather 

frustrating — but enlightening — experiences Rogers had to cope 
with while working in the advertising business. 

First, as vice president of a local ad agency, she was left without a job 
when the firm’s parent company decided to close the agency out from under 
her. ‘‘At that point, I realized that I never wanted to work for someone else 
again,’’ she says. 

After finding another job in advertising, she began saving money for a 
business she had already envisioned. ‘‘I was travelling a lot in the western 
thirteen states,’’ she says. ‘‘Out here, there’s a whole lot of rain and a whole 
lot of sun.”’ 

What Rogers noticed while attempting to deal with the idiosyncrasies of 
western weather was a lack of stores specializing in women’s apparel and ac- 
cessories for rainy or sunny weather. ‘None of the cities I visited had stores 
where I could find what I needed,”’ she says. ‘‘If you buy araincoat, it’s nice 
to get accessories that match. I thought, ‘Why not have all the accessories in 
one place?’ ”” 

A Dallas native who moved to San Francisco in 1970, she also decided 
that it was time to create more ties in the city. ‘‘I came to San Francisco 
because it was the only city that never seemed to get bad press,’’ she says. 
‘*But I spent my time travelling.’’ 

Rogers also cites another advantage to running her own business, and that 
is the control it gives her over her own time. “‘The other intention of this store 
is for me not to kill myself,” she says. ‘“I don’t open on Sunday or Monday, 
and if I want to go out, I can hang the ‘Gone Fishin’ sign on the door,’’ 

And to Rogers, any problems she may have to face are easier to deal with 
since she is doing so for her own business. ‘‘You are solving your own pro- 
blems, instead of getting someone else out of the soup,”’ she says.

But the physical demands of the job forced Ehlers to get out of painting.

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started with a mailing list and the 
telephones.”” 

Ehlers also started out with very little 
financing. ‘‘I started with $1,000 and a 
garage in my basement,’’ he said. 

Pritchard advises clients to limit their 
need for capital by lowering their ex- 
penses. ‘‘Another way to raise capital is 
to limit expenses,’’ he said. ‘“‘Expenses 
are easier to manage than income, 
because you are making the choice on 
whether or not to spend.”’ 

Tonozuka, the founder of We Be 
Sushi, cut expenses by doing much of 
the construction work on his restaurant 
himself. ‘‘I did everything in here,’’ he 
said, waving his hand around his Valen- 
cia Street restaurant. ‘‘All the way 
down to putting in the floor.” 


HERE ARE numerous 
public and private re- 
sources available to help 
would-be entrepreneurs 
get a business off the 
ground, and to help new small busi- 
nesses become successful (see 
superlist, page 18). ; 

To supplement those, Terry suggests, 
small-business owners should build up a 
stable of contacts who can provide ad- 
vice and support in facing the day-to- 
day problems and stresses of running 
your own business. “‘You must have a 
support network,” he told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘You can call it your board 
of directors, your support group, your 
brain trust, but people all have folks 
around them that want to help, and 
want to see you succeed and who are 
willing to help when you need it. 

“Too many people running their 
own business work in isolation, and 
that can really hurt.” 

Rogers told how she used a group of 
friends she called ‘“‘my brain trust,’’ 
which included attorneys, small- 
business people and ‘‘a number of 
women who have opened small retail 
stores in the last three to five years. 

‘Dealing with the facts of opening a 
business — leases, alarm systems, that 
sort of thing — friends have been a 
tremendous help,”’ she said. 

Furthermore, Rogers noted that 
contacts can help in the ongoing run- 
ning of a business. ‘‘Your friends have 
friends. That’s how I found someone 
to help in the store,’’ she said. 

Ehlers said he has done much the 
same thing. He has developed a wide ar- 
ray of contacts that help him deliver ser- 
vices to his customers. “‘I must have 
more than 1,000 names on file,’’ he said. 
‘I can call back to England to get British 
parts, or I can call all over the country.’” 

Another key to running a successful 
small business is the ability to learn 
from other small-business people. 
“You have to be a good listener to be 
a good small-business person,”’ 
Pritchard said. 

According to Ehlers, listening was a 
big part of growing his business. “‘I 
spoke very little,’’ he said. ‘And I lis- 
tened to everyone.” 

There is no magic formula for start- 
ing a small business. Many of those 
who try fail —in fact, many try and fail 
time and time again before they hit ona 
successful strategy. And not everybody 
has the temperament, the drive and the 
creative energy to create a new job by 
starting a new business. 

But those who have succeeded also 
say the market is full of possibilities. ‘‘I 
have at least 50 ideas for new busi- 
nesses,’’ said Ehlers, who has expand- 
ed in recent years into real estate and 
automobile exporting. 

So if the daily grind keeps grinding 
you down, the want ads seem wanting 
and you can’t imagine a job that will 
give you the satisfaction that you really 
want, consider the strategy that mil- 
lions of new entrepreneurs have come 
to swear by: If you want a job that’s 
right, gooutand makeit yourself.

this trusted, respected San Francisco 
institution. 

In a variety of ways — both subtle 
and blatant — the Chron/Ex, especial- 
ly the largely unread latter, have sought 
during our temporary difficulties to 
bury us and shovel dirt in our face. 
Here’s some of what we’ve endured 
from our ‘‘friendly’’ competitors: 

@ We have been hammered incessant- 
ly, obsessively, and often inaccurately 
by the two dailies, especially the Ex- 
aminer, even as we have received 
fair and often supportive coverage 
from the better-edited, less sensational 
San Francisco Business Times and Bay 
Guardian. This coverage by the dailies 
has hurt us — badly, in some cases — 
with advertisers, lenders, investors, the 
general public, even our own employ- 
ees. That may have been the intent of 
such vicious treatment. 

@ The way the Examiner has pursued 
the Progress story is, in and of itself, in- 
structive. A reporter calls breathlessly, 
always, it seems, ‘‘on deadline,”’ and 
demands to speak with me, or, failing 
that, an associate. It never occurs to 
this type that I might be otherwise oc- 
cupied, in which case it is usually 
reported that I declined comment or 
could not be reached. Typical lazy big- 
city journalism. Talk on the phone with 
such so-called reporters only at your 
peril. Their aim is to entrap and they 
rarely get anything more than half 
right, which means it’s half wrong, 
which means it’s a form of lie. This sort 
shuns a full-scale, face-to-face 
meeting, and they don’t like written 
statements, which reduce their oppor- 
tunity to twist and misstate. These 
types wouldn’t last two weeks at the 
Progress. 

@ As our financial troubles multi- 
plied, we fell behind on payments to 
union benefit funds. At one point, the 
trustees, whose chairman is a Chronicle 
Official, ‘‘raided’’ our bank account in 
a sneak attack, even as we were discus- 
sing a_ settlement with their lawyer, 
thus depriving our employees of a 
week’s pay. 

@ Two weeks after we temporarily 
suspended publication, some of our 
newspaper vending racks were tagged 
for removal from the streets by a city 
committee that includes Chron/Ex 
employees, even though rusty, aban- 
doned boxes are scattered throughout 
the city. If the news-box committee is 
serious about “‘policing,’’ they ought 
to take a look at the mess outside 
Moscone Center, where visitors get 
their impression of San Francisco. 

Let me remind Bruce Brugmann, as 
he already knows, that we do not and 
have not ‘‘slavishly’’-or ‘‘obediently”’ 
followed the Chron/Ex editorial line. 

Let me make the point that we were 
the first to endorse Art Agnos for 
mayor (the Examiner, quite a bit later, 
followed our lead). The move has cost 
us some $1.5 million in real estate 
advertising, but we’re proud we stand 
for something other than sheer money- 
grubbing. We were an early supporter 
of Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi, and 
we gave our strong support to Michael 
Dukakis, even though I went to school 
with George Bush. 

Since we’ve been ‘‘temporarily on 
the shelf,’’ we’ve been literally deluged 
with letters and calls offering help and 
wishing us well. I’ve been buttonholed 
by fans and supporters — from store 
clerks and cab drivers to lofty politi- 
cians and board chairmen who tell us 
emphatically they want us back. They 
tell us what we know: San Francisco 
needs the Progress. We’ll overcome the 
bottomless moneybags of the JOA and 
whatever other obstacles we encounter. 
We'll be back soon.

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TAKING IT 
FROM THE STREETS 


The Los Angeles Poverty Department 
creates theater of the homeless 


By Misha Berson 





CCORDING TO John 

Malpede, there are two 

perceptions of what it’s 

like to be down and out 

in America. The prime- 
time, ‘‘cosmetic’’ version evokes 
wholesale pity for the poor and the 
homeless. But what he calls ‘‘the real 
deal’’ is a much grittier, more chaotic 
and less sentimental story. Actually, it 
is thousands of individual stories, each 
with its own distinctive plot. 

Malpede has been helping homeless 
people tell their stories since 1984. 
That’s when he abandoned his career as 
a performance artist in Manhattan’s 
trendy East Village for a less fash- 
ionable address: Skid Row in Los 
Angeles. Bored, he says, with a life that 
lacked ‘‘responsibilities, emotional in- 
volvements and concerns about others,”’ 
he went to work at the Inner City Law 
Center as an advocate for the homeless. 
And he started up a collectively run per- 
forming group that brings transients, 
ex-mental patients and other Skid Row 
denizens together to create theater out 
of their own lives. 

The Los Angeles Poverty Depart- 
ment — better-known, in playful 
mockery of L.A.’s finest, as LAPD — 
comes to Intersection Theatre next 
week with its new piece, Jupiter 25. To 
hear Malpede tell it, the troupe func- 
tions as both a commando art squad 
and a surrogate family. 


“T_APD’s goal has always been two- 
fold,’’ explained Malpede in a long- 
distance phone interview with the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘We want to create a com- 
munity in downtown L.A., because it’s 
real bleak and dangerous here — your 
best friend is the guy who may take 
your shoes when you go to sleep. We 
try to create a situation with some trust 
in it. Our other goal is just to get the 
truth out to what we call Normalville.”’ 

So far LAPD has not had much im- 
pact on Normalville. But the group has 
captured national attention by involv- 
ing more than 70 Skid Row residents in 
drama workshops, freeform talent 
shows and original plays. Last year it 
had a successful run of No Stones for 
Studs Schwartz, a co-scripted play 
about a Skid Row murder. And the 
ongoing LAPD Inspects America project 
brings the group to homeless encamp- 
ments around the state to do research 
and create on-the-spot performances. 

These days LAPD has 20 members 
of various races and backgrounds. 
Some participants, like former boxer 
Frank Christian and unemployed steel- 
worker Kevin Williams, recall better 
days before winding up broke on Skid 
Row. Others, like Robert Clough, are 
chronically unstable, unemployable 
and apt to drift away for months at a 
time. Still others are low-income artists 
who, as Malpede puts it, were ‘‘bored 
with the art world and looking for a 
community.’’ 

LAPD holds workshops in parks 


and streets, social service agencies and 
shelters. All who come get a chance to 
perform. Those who stay involved get 
paid for performing (anywhere from $5 
to $50), and some make connections 
that lead to a place to live, a job or 
welfare benefits they didn’t know they 
were entitled to. 

“*A lot of our work goes into worry- 
ing about people’s situations and help- 
ing them get along,’’ acknowledges 
Malpede. ‘‘We try to just be there for 
them because many on Skid Row have 
been completely stranded by their 
friends and family. A lot of times their 
individual problems are more urgent 
than whatever show we’re trying to do. 
The bottom line is the door’s open, and 
it’s hard to get thrown out the door 
once you’re in.” 

Malpede insists, however, that 
LAPD is not a therapy group, nor isita 
place to do ‘‘community art, which we 
all know means bad art.’’ Though the 
performance style can be as rough- 
edged and volatile as the existence it 
portrays, LAPD’s raw truthfulness has 
commanded respect. In his review of 
Studs Schwartz, L.A. Herald Ex- 
aminer critic Richard Stayton wrote 
that LAPD is ‘‘after work that is much 
more ambitious than socially relevant 
therapeutic theater. There is nothing 
safely liberal or politically correct here. 
For sheer dramatic intensity, ferocity 
and danger, no other group of actors 
on a local stage can compare.’’ 

John Malpede finds such feedback 


encouraging. ‘‘I think we’re pretty ex- 
perimental as art goes,’ he ventures. 
‘“‘We have a unique performing style 
with a lot of energy, a lot of humor, a 
lot of emotional stuff all mixed in 
together. It’s sort of like real life, where 
you have to draw your own conclu- 
sions. And it’s like life on the Skid 
Row, where things are much more 
hallucinated and confusing and you 
tend to hear a bunch of conflicted 
stories simultaneously.” 

Jupiter 25, the troupe’s latest effort, 
is based on the real-life misadventures 
of LAPD member Sunshine Mills. It 
portrays what happened to Mills when 
he was robbed, thrown out of a fourth- 
story window and carted off half-dead 
to the county hospital. Because he had 
no identification on him, the authori- 
ties assigned him the sci-fi name of 
Jupiter 25. ‘‘The show looks at Sun- 
shine’s life,’’ notes Malpede, ““but every- 
one else is bringing in their own memories 
of things that happened to them.”’ 


HIS WILL be LAPD’s sec- 
ond trip to San Francisco, 
though you could easily 
have missed it the first time 
around. The group came 
up last February, when the San Fran- 
cisco Art Institute bestowed the 
prestigious Adeline Kent Award on 
John Malpede. During its residency at 
SFAI, the group conducted workshops 
in the Tenderloin district, San Fran- 
cisco’s own Skid Row. From those ex- 
periences emerged LAPD Inspects 
America: San Francisco, which the 


-group performed briefly at Intersec- 


tion. 

“‘What’s happening in the Tender- 
loin is similar to what’s happening in 
Los Angeles’s Skid Row,’’ says 
Malpede. ‘‘But our’s is a bleaker situa- 
tion. In the Tenderloin there are Viet- 
namese immigrants, there are stores 
and restaurants, it’s more integrated in- 
to the geography of the city. In Skid 
Row you can’t even see what the latest 
sneaker fashion is because there ain’t 
no store windows there.”’ 

Though they found the Tenderloin 
hospitable, the reception was surpris- 
ingly mixed at the SF Art Institute. 





“The people who ran the gallery were 
really supportive to us,’’ recalls 
Malpede, ‘‘but there was a lot of 
hostility from the students. There were 
people up on the roof yelling, ‘Nigger!’ 
at our black members. It was pretty 
weird and very upsetting, but it turns 
out it was just part of our inspection of 
America.” 

Malpede thinks that most Americans 
have a problem comprehending the 
epic implications of homelessness and 
poverty in the U.S. ‘‘The actual people 
on the street are just the tip of the 
iceberg,”’ he asserts. ‘‘It’s a huge thing, 
and to a huge degree it’s racial. It goes 
all the way back to schooling, to writing 
off whole geographic and demographic 
sections of the population. To change 
that around will probably involve 
changing everything in the society.”’ 

‘‘People want to think it’s just an 
employment problem but it ain’t,’’ he 
continues. ‘‘I know a lot of people who 
want to work, who have their high 
school diplomas but can’t even read. 
People want to hear that everybody’s 
going to be self-sufficient in the future, 
and they ain’t going to be. Orif they are 
going to be it will take a massive 
reorganization of resources so that 
people don’t get de-socialized as they 
grow up.”’ 

Meanwhile, Malpede spends most of 
his time on Skid Row, working with 
people who have fallen right through 
the safety net. Suggest the notion that 
he’s sacrificing his own art career 
to help the needy souls on Skid 
Row, and he laughs. His motives, he 
contends, are purely selfish. ‘‘I’m do- 
ing this,’’ says Malpede, ‘‘because I 
think it’s good art. I was bored in the 
New York art world because it’s very 
insular. Now I work with lawyers, with 
homeless people, I go to city council 
meetings and I’m plugged into a real 
wide range of human activity. Now 
there’s alot more to make art out of.’

PART II 


From Star Trekkers of the Bay Area 
to the Golden Gate Race Walkers, the second installment 
of our guide to local clubs

OR A NATION of in- 

dividualists, Americans cer- 

tainly love to join clubs. 

There is a hernia-making 

three-volume tome called En- 
cyclopedia of Associations that lists 
more than 19,000 different clubs in the 
United States. 

There are fan clubs for everyone 
from Aldo Ray (Crockett, California, 
787-1157) to Mamie Van Doren. Engel- 
bert Humperdinck has nine fan clubs, 
adding up to several hundred rabid 
devotees, while Nashville’s Ernest Fan 
Club (Ernest P. Worrell, that is) claims 
17,000 members, presumably not in- 
cluding Vern. 

As you might easily guess, the record 
for the most fan clubs is held by Elvis — 
22 in all, two of them local: Elvis Now 
Fan Club, PO Box 6581, San Jose, 





(408) 923-0978, Sue McCasland, prexy; 
and Elvis Special Photo Association, 
PO Box 1457, Pacifica 94044. 

Elvis has the most, that is, if you 
don’t count the innumerable Sherlock 
Holmes societies. Just a close-spaced 
list of the various Sherlockian clubs 
takes up most of two pages; at least 
four of said clubs are in the Bay Area. 

There are clubs for collectors of 
anything: beer cans, barbed wire, ink- 
wells; Chinese snuff bottles, cork- 
screws, purses (California Purse Col- 
lector’s Club, PO Box 572, Campbell 
95009; call Molly at (408) 866-6250), 
citrus labels, Willkie buttons (ask your 
father), valentines, thimbles and shav- 
ing mugs. Fanciers of whatever animal, 
bird, fish or flower, from zebra finches 
to guppies, have clubs, too. 

Then there are automobile clubs of 
every sort, from Alfa Romeos to Z Cars, 
and along the way, Amphicars, 


DeLoreans, ‘‘Horseless Carriages,” 
Edsels, Hupmobiles, Hispano-Suizas 
and Tuckers. Also British cabs, steam 
cars, Woodies, convertibles, Rollses and 
VWs, plus the hubcap and license plate 
assemblers. There’s the Antique Auto- 
mobile Club of America, with 51,000 
members and 375 regional groups, while 
the more select Automobile Objets 
D’Art Club has all of two members. 
Many games and sports have aclub — 
or clubs — of their own. Gamesters 
unite to play chess, bridge, checkers, 
backgammon and Go. There are 
aquatic clubs for boating, sailing, fish- 
ing, swimming, SCUBA diving, wind- 
surfing, diving, kayaking and yachting. 
Clubs meet for tennis, golf, bowling, 
shooting, fencing, skating, rowing, 
boxing, bicycling, hiking and race 
walking. There are team sports clubs 
for soccer, volleyball, water hockey, 
lawn bowling and even rugby — over in 


Marin. Sorry, no cricket club; maybe 
someone should start one. 

You may want to know about 
Sadistics Motorcycle Club, 5410 E. 
12th St., Oakland 94601, 436-9770... 
or perhaps not. 

And there are indoor sports. For in- 
stance, there is a club (we’re not making 
this up) for well-endowed men and the 
women who prefer that sort of thing. It’s 
called The Hung Jury, PO Box 417, Los 
Angeles (where else?) 90078. It’s $20 for 
a singular issue of their graphic newslet- 
ter Measuring Up, and entitles the 
member to a personal ad. The club’s 
president goes by the name of Taurus. 
The president of the San Francisco 
branch is Wayne, at 567-7717. For infor- 
mation, send a legal-size self-addressed, 
stamped envelope. 

In this general category there are two 
self-help groups: Sex Addicts Anony- 
mous, PO Box 3038, Minneapolis, MN 
55403, (612) 339-0217; and Sexaholics 
Anonymous, PO Box 300, Simi Valley, 
CA 93062, (818) 704-9854. Both of 
these groups conduct programs based 
on Alcoholics Anonymous’s ‘12 
steps’’ to help members achieve ‘‘sex- 
ual sobriety.’’ 

And if that is definitely not your 
problem, there is, at the other end of 
the spectrum, Impotents Anonymous, 
c/o Ira Sharlip, MD, 2100 Webster St., 
suite 309, SF 94118, 668-4336. 

Every ethnic group, country of 
origin and religious affiliation has its 
club. Nearly every problem has its sup- 
port group — and newsletter and no- 
host cocktails, as deftly satirized in the 
70s movie Taking Off. But if the prob- 
lem happens to be your own, the sup- 
port group can be a life-sustaining 
resource for you. 

And you can be a resource for others 
— and meet good people and feel good 
about yourself — by volunteering time, 
talent and service in any number of 
worthwhile organizations. Help make 
this a kinder, gentler place wherein to 
dwell. Bay Area Volunteer Centers are 
in San Francisco (982-8999), the East 
Bay (893-6239), Marin (479-5660) and 
San Mateo County (342-0801).

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A NEIGHBORLY

HERE ARE MANY factors 

to consider when choos- 

ing a restaurant, the main 

attraction being the food, 

~ of course. Ambience, ser- 

vice, neighborhood and price range 

are also very important. Sometimes 

I look on with envy as I see people 

entering what I consider mediocre 

neighborhood restaurants for a meal. 

Why can’t I simply go someplace just 

to eat, maybe because it’s convenient 
or close or simply open? 

At any rate, what I’m getting to is the 
discovery of. ..yes, a mediocre neigh- 
borhood restaurant. I would like to 
reveal sensational meals, inspired 
dishes and fresh ingredients, but in- 
stead I must report average dinners 
served in a charming, cozy Italian 
restaurant named Caffe Cozzolino. 

Cafe Cozzolino (‘‘little mussel’’) is 
indeed a neighborhood kind of place. 
Situated on the corner of Precita and 
Folsom, by the small park at the bot- 
tom of Bernal Heights, this little cafe is 
out of the way, to say the least. Com- 
fortable and familiar, the dining room 
is warm and inviting. White tablecloths 
and candles add a touch of elegance, 
while the service and food are rustic 
and friendly. 

Only a few appetizers are offered on 
the dinner menu. Deep-fried mozza- 
rella ($6) is composed of mozzarella 
cheese sandwiched between two pieces 
of Italian bread, deep fried and served 
with an acidic but fresh-tasting tomato 
sauce. This version of fried mozzarella 
is tasty and more substantial than the 
traditional one, where the cheese is 
breaded and fried without the slices of 
bread. 

Antipasta della Casa is an assort- 
ment of fish and seafood salads for 
$9.50. Overpriced, considering the in- 
gredients and preparation, this ap- 
petizer seems to be one of the better 
items on the menu. Tuna salad, cala- 
mari salad, tender fish served with 
sweet/sour vegetable garnish, tomato 
slices with anchovies and two fresh 
steamed mussels make this an interest- 
ing plate. The ingredients tasted fresh 
and lively, and I liked the presentation. 

All dinners come with minestrone 
soup or salad. Iceberg lettuce garnished 
with one slice of tomato and dressed 
with a bland oil and vinegar is easy to 
pass up. The minestrone soup is amuch 
better choice — beans, pasta and an 
assortment of vegetables in a meaty 
base make for a pretty good soup. 

Ravioli al Tuco ($9.50) was a real 
disappointment. It’s rare to find bad 
ravioli, especially in this town. Com- 
mercial pastas are abundant and very

good. These starchy and tasteless pack- 
ets tasted as if they were filled with 
sawdust. A boring tomato sauce didn’t 
help much. 

Bucatini alla Carbonara ($10) came 
out much better. Thick spaghetti 
noodles sauced with a creamy, eggy 
sauce, onions and prosciutto was 
perfectly done. This rich pasta dish 
could have used more prosciutto and 
onion for my taste, but Americans tend 
to oversauce their pasta. 

Cannelloni Pescatore ($10), crepes 
filled with prawns, clams and petrale 
and topped with a bechamel sauce, was 
a serious mystery. The crepes and the 
sauce were delightful, but my dining 
companions and I agreed that the fill- 
ing tasted like canned dark-meat tuna. 
Now, if you don’t mind that, the dish 
isn’t so bad. 

The winning dish falls into the 
chicken category, which offers four 
dishes from which to choose. Pollo al 
Matone ($12.50), pressed chicken with 
wine, garlic and butter sauce, was 
tender and delicious. According to 
traditional methods, a chicken is split 
and then cooked on a griddle or grill 
with a heavy weight on top — thus, 
pressed chicken. This chicken could 
have been roasted, because it was 
golden brown all over and didn’t show 
any signs of grilling, but the results 
were successful. The sauce was over- 
salted and tasted as if it were made with 
canned stock or chicken base. A good 
deal, nonetheless: Entrees are generous 
and filling. 

A modest wine list offering some 
good Italian wines at even better prices 
makes ordering wine a good idea at 
Caffe Cozzolino. Imported and do- 
mestic beers are available as well. 

Zabaglione, the famous Italian 
dessert made from egg yolks, sugar and 
Marsala wine (or heart attack in a glass, 
as I like to call it), is served in tall wine 
glasses for a mere $6 for two people. 
Truly a rich and luxurious way to enda 
meal. 

Caffe Cozzolino is not a star among 
stars. It is a pleasant, country-style 
Italian restaurant serving average food 
in a friendly fashion. I wouldn’t go out 
of my way to eat there, but if I lived in 
the neighborhood I might venture in 
onée in a while for a pasta or chicken 
dish. A few upgrades in the food could 
make all the difference inthe world. &

OSTALGIA IS exactly what 
it used to be in three new films 

assembled by Dick Bartel and Lee 
Thomsen from old footage, some of 
which dates back to the 1930s. Titles 

like Wonderful Treasure Island: The 
Golden Gate International Exposition 
1939-1940 give-an idea of the imagina- 
tion involved, but nostalgiacs won’t care. 
The Expo film is the best, leading off 
with the building and opening of the Bay 
and Golden Gate bridges before touring 
the fair that celebrated their completion. Most of the narration is 
pretty bland, but at times it ranges from naively offensive (a coolie- 
drawn rickshaw is simply described as ‘‘one way to get around the 
fair’’) to coyly obvious (*‘... French Indochina — many of these 
countries no longer exist under these names’’) to obviously coy (‘“The 
amusement area was called the Gayway. Today it would probably be 
called something different’’). The footage is well-preserved and gives 
a pretty thorough idea of what the Exposition must have been like. 

The Key System Bay Bridge Trains 1939-1958 documents a fore- 
runner of BART via washed-out home movies and winds up plugging 
the Western Railway Museum. 

Remembering the Fabulous Fox 1929-1963 is more like a picture 
book than a film, but lets you see what San Francisco’s Fox looked 
and sounded like and then lets you watch it being demolished. It will 
make you want to go and hug the Paramount and Grand Lake in 
Oakland, the Castro and Alhambra in San Francisco. 

The first public showings of these new historical films will be Jan. 
26th at the Palace of Fine Arts Theater, Bay and Lyon, SF, with 
complete shows at 2, 7 and 9:30 pm. Call 775-2021 for ticket

THE DEFINITIVE ‘RAISIN’

LORRAINE HANSBERRY’S A Raisin in the Sun was the 
first serious black drama to reach Broadway. Now, 25 years 
after Hansberry’s death, the story of a black family’s struggle 
to move out a Chicago ghetto and into a decent home seems 
more like a dream deferred than ever. 

On Wednesday, Feb. Ist, a new, three-hour film of the land- 
mark play debuts on public television’s American Playhouse 
9 pm on KQED). Esther Rolle (who played J.J. Walker’s 
mother on the TV series Good Times) stars as the Younger 
family matriarch, along with San Franciscan Danny Glover 
(star of Lethal Weapon and HBO’s Mandela) as her conflicted 
son, Walter Lee. 

Although written in the 1950s, Hansberry’s play presaged a 
black nationalist movement, black feminism and the fact that 
economic repression goes hand in glove with racism. According 
to Hansberry’s former husband Robert Nemiroff, several 
scenes left out of the Broadway run have been restored, making 
this the definitive version, and a must see even for those who 
have seen the film or other stage productions.

Poetry and mysticism make Joe Turner 
more than a historical drama 


JOE TURNER’S COME AND GONE.

LACK HISTORY Month 

provides regional theater 

companies with a convenient 

slot for plays by black 

authors. But the American 
Conservatory Theatre’s production of 
Joe Turner’s Come and Gone (in 
association with Lorraine Hansberry 
Theatre) would be welcome any time of 
the year. And the fact that it’s only 
around for a couple more weeks is a 
genuine shame. 

The third entry in August Wilson’s 
panhistorical series of plays about 
Black America, Joe Turner is set in 
Seth Holly’s Pittsburgh rooming 


house, circa 1911. Apart from Holly ~ 


(Steven Anthony Jones) and his cheery 
wife Bertha (Delores Mitchell), every- 
body who passes through this cozy 
row house is either lost, missing or 
searching for someone who is. 

Bynum (Roscoe Lee Browne), a sha- 
manistic healer, uses herbs and mother 
wit to help people locate their loved 
ones and, more importantly, find their 
own destinies. Mattie (Kimberley 
LaMarque) pines after one man, and 
attaches herself to another (Jeremy, 


played Mark Daniel Cade) who aban- 
dons her too, The white housewares 
peddler Rutherford Selig (Scott 
Freeman) tracks missing black folks for 
a fee; not long ago, he casually informs 
Bynum, his father was making good 
money dragging runaway slaves back 
to their masters. 

A brooding, taciturn ex-preacher 
named Harold Loomis (James Craven) 

®and his adolescent daughter Zonia 
(Amber Russ) are the most dispos- 
sessed of all. Loomis has the look of 
the living dead on him and no wonder: 
He fell into the clutches of Joe Turner, 
the notorious white Southerner who 
abducted scores of black men after the 
Civil War and worked them as his 
private labor force. Enslaved by Turner 
for seven years, Loomis returned home 
to find his wife gone; now, haunted and 
soul-scarred, he and his daughter have 
come North to find her. 

All three of August Wilson’s major 
plays tell us something important about 
black culture and identity, and Joe 
Turner is his most sustained effort to 
date. Wilson may be the only major- 
league playwright of our day who delib- 
erately puts poetry in the mouths of his 
characters. In fact, his characters don’t 
speak so much as sing, wail and riff. In 
the earlier Fences and, to a lesser ex- 
tent, in Ma Rainey’s Black Bottom, the 
versified dialogue sounded too much 
like woodshedding after a while: The

singing went on while the plot stopped 
dead, or jump-started back to life too 
abruptly. 

But in Joe Turner a lot happens; 
there’s a solid dramatic vessel to con- 
tain the poetry. Hearing these boarders 
tell their stories and watching them 
make their next moves, you get a sense 
of what slavery and its aftermath did to 
their whole social system. In Loomis’s 
case, the physical trauma of enslave- 
ment was compounded by the loss of 
his family. For the younger people like 
Molly Cunningham (Anna Deveare 
Smith), Mattie Campbell and the faith- 
less Jeremy, the immigration from 
south to north promises more than it 
delivers. 

And then there’s Bynum, the most 
symbolic and invented character in 
the play. He functions as a kind of 
psycho-spiritual. handyman, inter- 
preting fates, mending souls, leading 
people ‘‘back to their song.’’ There’s 
no way to play Bynum but larger than 
life, and no way to swallow him if the 
actor can’t make you believe he’s a 
shaman. Roscoe Lee Brown does the 
job: He delivers Bynum’s big, lyrical 
rambles in Shakespearean cadences 
and gives him enormous dignity. He 
makes you glory in his outsized elo- 
quence instead of questioning it. 

Most of the other actors under 
Claude Purdy’s knowing direction are 
convincing too, especially Jones as the 
prickly Seth Holly, and Marque as the 
worn-out Mattie. The one perfor- 
mance in serious need of adjustment is 
James Craven’s glowering Loomis. 
Yes, Loomis is wrecked, but Craven 
spends too much time acting like an 
escapee from a zombie movie. He 
could cut the catatonia by half and still 
be plenty spooky. 

In the last scenes, when Loomis 
finally connects with his wife Martha 
(Adilah Barnes), Wilson jerks his story 
out of gear with some awkward plot 
moves. A romance between Loomis 
and Mattie comes out of nowhere. A 
mother-daughter reunion with no tears 
or embraces rings untrue. And a 
graphic act of bloodletting seems 
gratuitous rather than mystical. 

But Joe Turner is the work of a poet 
who is getting a firmer grip on the craft 
of drama. The characters stir up real 
emotions, and get you thinking about 
the way history can brutalize a whole 
culture. Seeing Joe Turner, like reading 
Toni Morrison’s novel of loss, 
Beloved, is an experience anyone witha 
deep interest in Afro-American history 
will not want to miss.

ROM A distance, the figure 

onstage didn’t look so 

unusual — clad in black 

leather pants and a fancy 

George Jones-meets-Sgt. 
Pepper jacket, hair slicked back in a 
neo-rockabilly pomp. His four-piece 
band wasn’t breaking any new musical 
ground — churning out rootsy 
rock’n’roll with funky accents and 
sparkling guitar riffs. 

But the lead singer was selling 
something rare. In this age of un- 
abashed cynicism, when George Bush 
can talk about ‘‘a thousand points of 
light’? and ‘‘a kinder and gentler 
America” without gagging on his own 
words, or that an inaugural blues bash 
can substitute for meaningful social 
policy, Jerry Shelfer is a refreshing 
blast of equally unabashed sincerity. At 
his record release party last week at the 
I-Beam, Shelfer came across simply as 
a guy who likes to write songs and get 
up and sing them. A lack of pretension 
does not a rock star make, but Shelfer 
has enough song craft and voice to set 
himself apart from the crowd of am- 
bitious revivalists and poseurs. 

For the past year or so, Shelfer has 
generated a buzz in and around the 
SOMA scene, strumming his guitar and 
singing heartfelt tunes at the Paradise 
Lounge. A widely traveled ex-Marine 
with a trace of a Southern accent anda 
trunkful of worldly influences, he 


teamed up with lanky Britisher Mark 
Plummer, who managed Chris Isaak. 
Now, at the un-teen-idol age of 36, heis 
on the cusp of a full-fledged career. 
Shelfer and Plummer created Allied 
Records and just released Heart for My 
Heart, astrong five-song EP of original 
songs showcasing Shelfer’s vocal ver- 
satility. The record is gaining local FM 
radio play and will be dangled as major 
label bait. 

Shelfer’s free-admission show at the 
I-Beam attracted a large and motley au- 
dience of baby boomers, preppies, 
post-punks, bikers, hippie holdouts 
and fashion model wannabes. Midway 
through the hour-long show, just after 
Shelfer finished the country-tinged 
“Such a Fine Line,’’ one scene-watcher 
made the profound observation that 
““He’s no Chris Isaak.’’ But despite the 
Plummer coanection, the monochro- 
matic album cover art and some similar 
sonic throwbacks, Shelfer is too much 
a natural to be an Isaak clone. Isaak 
carefully carved out a narrow musical 
niche and glazed himself in moody 
mystique. Shelfer is a big, friendly guy, 
graced with a golden set of pipes, a win- 
ning smile and a genuine ‘‘aw, shucks”’ 
attitude. You’d never hear Chris Isaak 
drawl ‘‘goodness gracious” after a par- 
ticularly warm audience response. 
When Jerry Shelfer said it early in his 
set you knew he meant it. 

It’s not that Shelfer doesn’t care 
about style — the custom-made jacket 
made by wife Michelle, with gold, 
bellhop shoulder fringe, paisley ap- 
pliques, black lapels and white, ruffled 
cuffs, was fashion statement enough 


rhythm section was solid, Arthur add- 
ed complementary back-up vocals and 
Ink contributed a variety of effective 
guitar embellishments, notably the 
funky scratching on ‘‘Makin’ It 
Right,’’ Yardbirds-like riffs on ‘‘Cry”’ 
and thick squalls on ‘‘Johnny.”’ 

Shelfer’s voice is a flexible instru- 
ment that slides easily from a near- 
baritone up through lonesome tenor in- 
to a yodeling bluegrass falsetto. His 
range allows him to sing in several keys 
and impart different emotional tex- 
tures to each song, and it apparently in- 
spires him to stretch into styles that 
might not crdinarily fit a single artist. 
He can growl out a hard, bluesy rock 
song, croon a mournful country ballad 
or manage the kind of country-power- 
pop associated with Marshall Cren- 
shaw or Rodney Crowell. 

For three songs in the middle of his 
show, Shelfer dismissed the band and 
accompanied himself on acoustic 
guitar. This may be his strongest con- 
text, where he can best relate the emo- 
tional nuances of a lyric like ‘‘the 
stranger’s eyes in my Marie.’’ But a 
rock club crowd wants to boogie and 
Shelfer answered the calls for ‘‘rock 
and roll!’’ by bringing back the band 
and closing with a half-dozen hard-hit- 
ting songs, including an encore of earn- 
est blues and driving rockabilly. Near 
the start of the show, introducing ‘‘In 
My Finest Hour,”’ Shelfer gushed, ‘‘this 
is my finest hour.”’ It’s too hard to pre- 
dict futures in the pop industry, and 
Shelfer, an engaging though hardly revo- 
lutionary talent, is probably right. But 
he’s the type of guy who makes you wish 
himmanymoreshiningmoments.

OMETIMES WE need to be 

reminded of why we became 

activists. Mississippi Burning 

is a great memory-jogger in 

that regard for those of us 
who came into the movement through 
the black civil rights struggle of the ear- 
ly 60s. 

It’s also a sensational, powerful 
movie, a rollercoaster that carries you 
along and doesn’t let you go until it’s 
over. Alan Parker’s direction is the best 
of 1988, although the film missed our 
year-end list because Orion treated San 
Francisco as a second-class market and 
didn’t open it here until January. 

Chris Gerolmo’s excellent (though 
not perfect) script is in the overworked 
“‘mismatched cops’’ genre. Gene 
Hackman and Willem Dafoe are FBI 
agents sent to Mississippi in 1964 to in- 
vestigate the disappearance of three 
students — one black, two white — 
who were there doing voter registra- 
tion. Almost everyone assumes they’re- 
dead, which we know to be true from 
the opening scene, but the locals say it’s 
all a hoax, “‘a publicity stunt cooked up 
by that Martin Luther King fellow.’’ 
They resent the intrusion of the 
“Federal Bureau of Integration.” 

Dafoe is a young stickler for doing 
things by the book; all he knows are 
“bureau procedure’? and what he 
believes in. Hackman understands the 
people, having himself come from a 
small Mississippi town, ‘“‘ten miles 


from Memphis and a million miles 
from the rest of the world.’’ He knows 
when a don’t-take-no-shit attitude will 
get him further than dogged determina- 
tion, and when a smile will elicit more 
information than a badge. It’s the 
idealist versus the realist, and the move- 
ment has always needed them both. 

The film is a fictionalized version of 
the actual case, with the setting moved 
from Philadelphia to the fictitious 
Jessup County. After all, they 
wouldn’t want to libel anyone by accus- 
ing them of murder when they were on- 
ly convicted of civil rights violations. 
While the blatancy of the Ku Klux Klan 
may be exaggerated, its influence isn’t; 
blacks and sympathetic whites cower 
behind closed doors rather than risk 
divulging common knowledge to the 
outsiders. 

As the FBI brings in a small army — 
and navy; naval reservists are recruited 
to drag the swamp where the missing 
students’ car is found — the Klan 
escalates its terrorist activities, burning 
churches and homes, beating and 
lynching anyone who presents a threat 
to them. The feds in their suits look as 
ridiculous as the Klansters in their 
hoods, and I had to remind myself that 
agents of the same bureau seen record- 
ing license numbers at Klan rallies also 
noted mine when I was involved in 
other kinds of demonstrations. And 
right or wrong, the Mississippians were 
defending their way of life more direct- 
ly than soldiers would soon be doing in 
Vietnam. Mississippi Burning shows it 
was that way of life that committed 
these and other murders, more than 
any specific individuals. 

It takes some good ol’ movie tactics 
to achieve a breakthrough in the case, 
and the balance between entertainment 
and social responsibility is carefully 


maintained at all times. If this were a 
documentary there wouldn’t be a hint 
of romance between Hackman and 
Frances McDormand, Deputy Sheriff 
Brad Dourif’s unfulfilled wife. There 
wouldn’t be so much bickering be- 
tween Hackman and Dafoe (even | 
could have done with a bit less of that) 
and the incriminating information 
wouldn’t be obtained in such colorful 
and dramatic ways. There also 
wouldn’t be 12 people who'd pay to see 
it. 

No, Mississippi Burning never lets 
you forget it’s a movie, and a first-rate 
one. It’s been criticized for telling the 
story from a white perspective, but in 
fact most of the key players were white. 
If there’s a story to be told from the 
black side, let someone else make that 
movie, as Chris Menges is reportedly 
slated to do. This one should whet the 
public’s appetite for it. 


the folklore and mythology of the 

Bambara people of Mali, you may 
never get a better chance to indulge it than 
in Souleymane Cisse’s Brightness ( Yee- 
len), a favorite at last year’s San Francisco 
and other film festivals. If you don’t goto 
the movies for anthropological or eth- 
nographic reasons, it’s more likely to 
leave you bored and perhaps confused. 

Soma (Niamanto Sanogo), a crazy 
old man, is chasing around the country 
after his son, Nianankoro (Issiaka 
Kane), trying to kill the youth with the 
help of a “‘magic post”’ carried by two 
bearers. Soma is afraid his son will 
equal him in knowledge if he’s allowed 
to live. Warned by a vision of his 
father’s approach, Nianankoro takes 
off on what turns out to be a rite of 
passage. An uncle (Ismail Sarr) also 
pursues him, mainly because Cisse 
wanted to use the footage he shot with 
Sarr, who was originally to play the 
father but died early in the filming. 

Among Nianankoro’s stops is a Peul 
village, where he learns a strange penal- 
ty for adultery. After sleeping with 
another man’s wife (Aoua Sangare), he 
has to keep her. 

Magical powers run in the family (if 
the word ‘‘run’’ can be applied to 
anything about this slow-moving film), 
if not the Bambara tribe. In the final 
Oedipal confrontation, Soma and his 
magic post are opposed by Nianankoro 
and a magic wing. You could say they 
fight to a draw. 

If you’re good at reading between 
lines you may find more illumination 
than I did in Brightness, because that’s 
where the story is. The sights and 
sounds of Mali are certainly strikingly 
captured by Cisse, but I’d prefer to 
have them on video to peruse at my 
own pace. 

Brightness opens a series of Black 
History Month programs at the York. 
Here’s a rundown on the others: 

Feb. 10th-11th: Joe’s Bed-Stuy 
Barbershop: We Cut Heads, the first 
film made by Spike Lee. It shows every 
indication of the talent he developed in 
She’s Gotta Have It and squandered in 
School Daze. Also Wild Style, a crude 
but pleasant defense of urban graffit- 
ists. 

Feb. 12th-15th: Two films by in- 
dependent filmmaker Robert Gardner, 
King James Version and Clarence and 
Angel, have their theatrical premieres.

RDT brings New York choreography 


REPERTORY DANCE THEATRE. 
New Performance Gallery, SF. Thurs- 
day, Jan. 12th.

OR THE past 23 years the 
Repertory Dance Theatre of 
Salt Lake City has functioned 
as a kind of living library, 
which, in its words, ‘‘com- 
missions new works and acquires ex- 
isting Ones, preserving them for the en- 
joyment of present and future genera- 
tions.’’ This company is not the prod- 
uct of a dancer-turned-choreographer, 
but more like a drama company 
or a symphony orchestra in that it 
perceives itself as medium and inter- 
preter of other people’s dance visions, 
both contemporary and historical. It 
may be the only company in the coun- 
try, for instance, that has works of such 
dance pioneers as Doris Humphrey, 
Denishawn, Charles Weidman and Isa- 
dora Duncan in its current repertoire. 
One would expect such a company to 
be highly trained, versatile and adapt- 
able, capable of expressing a wide 
range of choreographies. What was 
surprising, and just a little bit disap- 
pointing in RDT’s Jan. 12th show at 
the New Performance Gallery, was just 
how monochromatic the experience 
was. Maybe this impression was cre- 
ated simply because of the particular 
choreographers profiled. Was it really 
a good idea to have all four of them — 
Charles Moulton, David Parsons, Beth 
Corning and Elisa Monte — be from 
New York? How about work that 
comes out of Chicago, Seattle or Min- 
nesota? The program would clearly 
benefit from a broader approach, both 
stylistically and geographically. 
All of that said, what RDT did pre-

sent was done very well indeed. The 
youthful, energetic and unself-con- 
scious group of performers delights in 
movement, the more synchronized and 
the faster the better. There is a fresh- 
faced infectious quality about their 
dancing that is immensely appealing 
and fun to watch. 

Kimberly Strunk and Ron Fowler 
started the evening off with some high- 
kicking jinks in Moulton’s ‘“‘New 
Suit,’’ a kind of energetic flirtation 
duet between two cheerleader types. 
The same choreographer also created 
an ensemble work, aptly named ‘‘Nine 
Person Precision Ball Passing.’’ In it, 
the dancers sit in three rows of risers as 
they passed yellow balls back and forth 
at dizzying speeds, creating truly amaz- 
ing kaleidoscopic configurations. The 
audience sits at the edge, staring into 
the smiling faces of the performers, 
fearful that at any moment the magic 
patterns would break. 

“The Envelope,’’ by David Parsons, 
was a hilarious battle with a letter that 
becomes both object and moving force 
of a pseudo-heroic drama. The piece 
starts out with the spotlight on a simple 
white envelope that, to his everlasting 
regret, is picked up by one of the 
dancers. Seven identical black-clad 
‘‘warriors”’ battle this ‘‘thing’’ that 
refuses to go away. They stealthily tip- 
toe around it, hands on hips, elbows 
forward like the protecting wing tips of 
bats; they pass it back and forth and 
engage in individual battles as it pulls 
them all over the stage. Eventually they 
welcome the triumphal entry of a 
“‘leader’’ who might conquer, but just 
as they finally toss the letter offstage, 
another one arrives. It was wonderful 
fun and very reminiscent of Walt Dis- 
ney’s ‘‘Sorcerer’s Apprentice”’ in Fan- 
tasia. Goacchino Rossini’s music both 











underscored and commented on the 
madcap goings-on. 

The closest thing to a truly expressive 
piece of work was ‘‘Portrait of a Disap- 
pointment”’ by Beth Corning, moving- 
ly danced by Greg Simone. Dressed in 
black ties, with one white disheveled 
shirtsleeve belying the control of for- 
mality, he paces with the feline grace of 
a caged leopard, contemplating the 
evening just passed. Gradually surfac- 
ing from the memory of the pleasan- 
tries and social amenities emerges a 
mysterious snub, an insult, a rejection 
that becomes so powerful and painful 
that he ends up curled up on the floor, 
writhing in pain like a mortally wound- 
ed animal. 

The same choreographer also cre- 
ated the wistful ‘‘Special Delivery,”’ in 
which artistic director Linda Smith was 
partnered by Ron Fowler. Smith was 
excellent, almost like a character 
dancer, as the prissy I-want-him-I- 
don’t lovelorn maiden that swoons 
over letters but can’t bear the real 
thing. She gave the part just the right 
kind of angular lyricism and awkward 
prettiness to make this an amusing and 
ironic look at unrequited love. 

The evening ended with another high- 
speed piece, ‘‘Pigs and Fishes,”’ set to 
an insistent score by Glenn Blanca. A 
gutsy athletic work that at times looked 
like gymnasts at speed practice, it had 
the kind of relentless energy associated 
with African tribal dancing. Choreo- 
graphed for the ensemble in such a way 
that waves of movements and variations 
of sets raced through the group, with an 
introductory solo by Angela Branchero 
that established the tone with a 
fierceness that seemed torn straight out 
of her guts, it showed off the 
ensemble’s great strength: high spirits, 
energy and excellent teamwork. |

Gallery Paule Anglim takes a risk 


SOLID CONCEPTS. Gallery Paule 
Anglim, SF. Through Feb. 4th.

HERE’S A sense of as- 
surance and intensity to 
the work in the show of 
conceptual art currently at 
Gallery Paule Anglim. The 
artists represented are part of a com- 
munity, and the work they produce 
isn’t cliquish — its significance isn’t 
limited to that community — but is 
strengthened by intellectual exchange. 
Conceptual art has an_ illustrious 
history in the Bay Area, and if ‘‘Solid 
Concepts”’ is more than the sum of its 
parts, it’s because it gives you an ex- 
hilarating glimpse of that history. 

The excellent, texty announcement 
for the show gives notes on the artists’ 
careers, and some of them have been 
heavyweights in the conceptual scene 
since the 1960s. Tom Marioni, for in- 
stance, operated the Museum of Con- 
ceptual Art out of his San Francisco 
loft for 14 years, and organized the 
long-standing weekly artists’ discus- 
sion group at Jerry & Johnny’s Bar. 
And David Ireland, who built the struc- 
ture that now houses the Capp Street 
Project, recently had a retrospective at 
the Berkeley Museum. In promotional 
literature, they call such people 
galvanizers. 

Atits best, conceptual art is a kind of 
three-dimensional poetry. It’s art with 





thought-bubbles, using the senses to 
plant an aesthetic puzzle in the mind. 
Ireland and Marioni contribute two of 
the toniest works in the show, and their 
subtlety and keenness set the tone for 
the rest. 

The title of Marioni’s austere pen- 
and-ink drawing indicates that its 
Japanese characters are translated ‘“‘to 
speak.’’ All writing is a script for the 
reading voice; Marioni’s drawing sets a 
mirror before the viewer, so that it 
reflects his or her reading of it. Or sort 
of — the artist skews this potentially 
simplistic idea by versing it in a language 
foreign to most of its viewers. In terms 
of content it’s the simplest of poems. 
Formalistically, it’s elegant and exotic. 

Ireland’s piece is as subtle as 
Marioni’s but has none of its austerity: 
It smells of the more raw, abstract ex- 
pressionist brand of creativity. A tiny 
canvas thick with paint (executed, in- 
cidently, by Roy de Forest) is propped 
atop a drab green cabinet. Rather than 
direct your gaze at the painting in plain 
view, you’re drawn irresistibly to the 
cabinet door standing slightly ajar. 
You want to know what’s behind the 
open door — and, even more intri- 
guing, the closed door beside it. The 
piece makes you think about conceal- 
ment and disclosure and the way the 
mind works, never satisfied with the 
apparent, always trying to ferret out 
the hidden. It’s a tease — it gives your 
eyes just enough to start your mind 
rooting. 


Ireland and Marioni are the heavy- 
weights of the show; Tony Labat and 
Paul Kos are its stand-up comedians, 
their work witty and succinct. Labat 
grapples with the idea of art (and the art- 
ist) as merchandise. His ‘Blanket 
Policy,”’ a patchwork tent constructed of 
bits of art found in thrift stores, looks like 
something the homeless might erect in the 
U.N. Plaza. My favorite of his pieces is a 
gold-plated pair of old man’s shoes, the 
kind that tend to be white and gravitate 
toward thrift stores at the mid-point of 
their life. Labat dubs them ‘‘Artist’s 
Pimp Shoes: Preserved and For Sale.”’ 
It’s successful both as a wry comment on 
the artist as con-man, and as an aesthetic 
glorification of old men’s shoes. 

Contributing significantly to the 
show’s endearinig jumble-sale at- 
mosphere. Paul Kos’ ‘‘Guadalupe Bell” 
tends to steal the show in terms of deci- 
bals and special effects. A 500-pound 
mission bell dangles just above eye level. 
When it’s rung, a strobe light activates a 
phosphorescent apparition of the Virgin 
of Guadalupe on the wall. According to 
the liner notes, the piece reflects Kos’ 
ongoing concern with Mexican culture 
and Catholicism. But it transcends 
religious or regional specifity. It gives us 
miracles on demand until we burn out 
on it, like spoiled children on the 
downside of a sugar rush. 

Howard Fried and Terry Fox work 
with narrative, with uneven success. 
Fox’s installation is an auditory map of 
the Berlin Wall, translating it foot by 
foot into music. The idea of using navi- 
gation as a metaphor for understating 
(he explains that he used the piece to 
familiarize himself with the area) and us- 
ing music to express navigation is an in- 
triguing one. But the piece itself and the 
accompanying notes aren’t entirely 
clear. As a map, I’m not sure that it was 
effective, because I felt disoriented, if 
not downright lost. 

Fried’s ‘‘Watershed D’’ reads like 
Proust on Quaaludes. It’s about want- 
ing to create, and not quite pulling it off. 
A text on the wall describes the artist’s 
martyrdom by confusion; when a door 
beside the text is opened, it flips and 
leaves the reader staring at a blank wall. 
The empty room behind the door may 
be meant to signify the emptiness of the 
artist, a conceptual pillow beneath 
which the tooth fairy will leave coins of 
inspiration. 

As the announcement points out, 
“Solid Concepts”’ is an act of bravery 
on the part of Gallery Paule Anglim. 
This sort of work is difficult (and some 
of it physically impossible) to sell, and 
galleries, after all, survive by selling. 
But it’s an important show, and hope- 
fully will be well-attended by young 
Bay Area artists — it has at least as 
much to offer them as it does the 
collectors. |

BREAKING THE CODE 


“We don't often encounter the life of the 
mind rendered with such urgency and 
impact in the theatre.”
